OIL DRILLING BQUIPMENT MANUFACTURED DOMESTICALLY

Text’ Venezuela has begun to build parts of drilling unite used by the o1] industry 
in operations involved in exploration and production, with a view to inareasing to 
160 the number of rigs that will be working in the country by the end of next year. 


Venesuelan Petroleum, Inc. is now using 137 drilling rigs, of which 50 are being 
utilised in the reconditioning of wells. 


This information was supplied by Eduardo Bascope, manager of drilling~production 
operations of Venezuelan Petroleum, Inc. He has just returned from Mexico City, 
where he chaired one of the first working sessions of the Second Latin American 
Congress on Drilling, which just ended in that city. 





Bascope went to Mexico City from Houston, Texas,and Albuquerque, Ne: Mexico, in the 
United States, where he participated in a series of consultations and technical neet- 
ings concerning drill bits and the availability of offshore drilling equipment in 
the world. 


Although he did not say so directly or specifically, Bascope's activities will cer- 
tainly have an effect on the future acquisition or renting of new offshore explor- 
atory drilling units by Venezuela. At present, Venezuela is operating three of 
these units: a floating platform and a ship that are being used by the subsidiary 
Lagoven, and a semisubmergible unit operated by the subsidiary Maraven. 


Venezuelan Petroleum, Inc. has just contracted for another unit, a marsh barge, which 
will begin operations with Lagoven in early ly0i in the reactivation of the Pedernales 
oilfield and the exploratory planning of the Orinoco Delta. 


Bascope also reported that Mexico and Venezuela are now making progress in talks 
regarding the exchange of experiences in drilling. A program will probably be 

set up in which Mexican drilling engineers will work in the activities that are 
taking place on land and in Lake Maracaibo in terms of deep drilling. In turn, under 
this program, Venezuelan engineers would participate in drilling in the marshy areas 
of Tabasco in Mexico.

A report from PETROLMO INTERNACIONAL, released in September, indicates that through- 
out the world from the time o1] development began until 1 January 1976, a total of 
3,44, 564 wells were drilled, of which 2,513,000 were in the United States (73 per- 
cent of the total). In comparison, in all of latin America, including the islands 
of the Caribbean, only 100,000 wells have been drilled in all of ite history, even 
though that region has a large share of the world's sedimentary basins.

CORPOANDES FINDS COAL DEPOSIT IN SANTO DOMINGO 
Caracas EL UNIVERSAL in Spanish 3 Nov 80 Sec 1 p 17

|Text | The state of Tachira now has the best ‘nonmetallic mineral resources in the 
entire Andean region, according to economist Wilfredo Colwenares, administrative 
coordinator of the Tachira mining industrial program, which is now being developed 
by the Andean Development Corporation. 


"Until now this resource has not veen exploited as it should be. In Tachira alone 
there are saall deposits in Lobatera; there is limestone in (apacho and some phos- 
phate deposits in the Sucre District. Such irregular development has not been con- 
ducive to effective participation by the entity, in relative terms, in the creation 
of the gross domestic product, because it only amounts to about 0.7 percent of that 
figure at present,” stated the economist. 


He also pointed out that the mineral resources of the region are exploitable in their 
entire density, but under certain well-defined technical criteria. Corpoandes is now 
studying the possibility of setting up a mining program revo).ving around these re- 
sources, for the direct benefit of Tachira. 


"The Andean Development Corporation,” he added, “looking to the future of mining in 
Tachira, is making the necessary diagnostic studies, as well as prospecting and eval- 
uation activities, and has achieved very positive results.” 


With reference to the places where the processes have taken place, Colmenares indicated 
that the corporation is studying the coal deposits located in Santo Domingo, in the 
southern part of Tachira; the calcareous sone in Capacho; and the gypsum deposit in 
San Pablo, near the Pereno River. 


“These prospecting studies have yielded results in the case of coal; geological re- 
serves are estimated at 252 million metric tons. From the quantitative and qualita- 
tive point of view, this mineral is a fuel capable of replacing traditional sources 
of energy such as petroleum and natural gas. 


"Concerning the calcareous deposit of Capacho,” he added, "geological reserves amount- 
ing to 78 million metric tons were discovered, In the San Pablo a~ea, reserves are 
estimated at 5 million metric tons.” 

















According to Colmenares, the industrial exploitation of the resource has already been 

planned, The Electrical Administration and Development Corporation (CADAFE) considers 
these studies to be of the utmost importance, as are their results, because the Santo 

Domingo coal, giver its qualities and quantities, represents a mineral of high poten~ 

tial for the production of electrical energy. 


Along these lines, CADAFE has expressed an interest in installing a thermoelectric 
plant near the Santo Domingo coal deposit. The plant would utilize this mineral, 
which has a high megawatt capacity. 


"For the initiation of this work,” reported Colmenares, “a contract will be signed 
between CADAFE and Corpoandes, based on the results already obtained from the studies 
completed. When we finish the complete evaluative stage in terms of the proven 
reserves in industrial categories, studies will begin for the construction of the 
thermoelectric plant.” 


The economist announced that steps are already being taken to build the new cement 
plant in Tachira, Raw material available locally will be used. 


"This project is now at the promotional level,” he indicated. “The Venezuelan Deve” - 
opment Corporation (CVF), Gorpoandes, Fundatachira, the Chamber of Commerce, private 
institutions and some private investors will participate. The market analyses that 
have been completed have revealed a severe shortage of the product, which is having 
an adverse effect on the construction industry.” 


He concluded: “A strip mine for exploiting the coal of Santo Domingo, with an esti- 
mated investment of 77 million bolivars; an underground mine, with an investment of 

300 million bolivars; the construction of the thermoelectric plant, slated to begin 

in 1983 with an investment of 90 million bolivars, these are the projects on the boards, 
in additio. to the cement plant, whose construction will require an estimated invest- 
ment of 500 million bolivars.”

EL PALITO REFINERY PRODUCTION--Puerto Gabello--as a result of a change in 

standards being carried out by technicians hired by Corpoven at the Palito refin- 
ery plants, the enterprise will soon increase its daily production from 17,000 bar- 
rele to 77,000 tarrels, with an investment of 1.6 billion bolivars in the pro jects 
of the Punta Chaves area.

HONDURAS TAKES MEASURES TO PREVENT INCREASE OF SALVADORAN WORKERS 
San Pedro Sula LA PREGA in Spanish 27 Oct 80 p 24 


Text Tegucigalpa--The Ministry of Labor has reached the conclusion that it oan 
not indiscriminately grant employment papers to Galvadorans, as that move would 
spur unemployment in the country, already 16 percent. 


The Secretariat of Labor is prepared to share responsibilities with the Ministry of 
the Interior, the Office of Migration, the National Agrarian Institute and other 
state institutions to design a uniform policy for dealing with Salvadoran irsigra- 
tion following the signing of the peace treaty between Honduras and El Salvador. 


The General Bmaployment Office, responsible for authorising employment requeste by 
aliens, concluded that “it cannot allow the indiscriminate granting of permite to 
Salvadoran citisens who want to work here.” 


Jorge Roberto Maradiaga, minister of labor by law, explained that the decision is 
baeed on the fact that Honduras has an 18 percent unemployment rate. 


“It is not appropriate for us to make efforte to increase the work available, on the 
one hand, while promoting unemployment on the other hand,” he added. 


Policy Design 


The Secretariat of labor will suggest to other official agencies “the formulation of 
& policy to deal with this problem with unanimity of criteria and a critical attitude, 
bearing in mind the need to protect national interests.” 


"We cannot grant permite indiscriminately without affecting the right to work here, 
and adhering to the provisions of international covenants. But as we make allowances 
for foreign workers, we are reducing the employment opportunities available to our 
own workers,” stressed Maradiags. 


Possibility Exists 


“However, there is 4 possibility that in those sectors where there is qualified man- 
power, we may be able to grant permite after an investigation.” 


The legal statutes governing labor issues specify “the number of forei: re who 
can work in an enterprise, and the remuneration that should be given the: 











With regard to foreign technicians, the Ministry of Labor, in 4 mutual agreement with 
the HMigher Council of Boonomic Planning, will coordinate the selection of specialised 
pereonnel, giving priority to Honduran nationals. 4 


General Treaty 


The General Treaty of Central American Integration expires in 1981, In recent weeks 
negotiations have been stepped up. The two alternatives are to extend the treaty 
for 5 years or to draw up 4 new one, 


Although the talks are concentrating on the economic aspect, social aspects have been 
overlooked, to the extent that Honduran labor authorities do not know how the emigra- 
tion of workers will be regulated, or how workers will be allowed to travel among 
the countries of the area. 


The population explosion in B) Salvador is still of great concern, because it tends 
to drive down wages in neighboring countries. 


Maradiaga, referr to the truce with that country, foresees a characteristic phen- 
omenon happening: recovery of our economy, but at a very high social cost.” 
The presence of Salvadoran workers in Honduras could drive down wages and make inputs 
cheaper, but at the cost of increasing the number of unemployed and underemployed 
persons.

URUGUAY~ARGENTINA FREE TRADE ZONE AGREEMENT DISCUSSED 


Montevideo EL DIA in Spanish 31 Oct 80 p 9 


[Text] Brazil, Mexico, Paraguay and Chile have shown interest in participating 
through ALADI [Latin American Integration Association) in what initially will 
be a free trade zone between Uruguay and Argentina. 


This was announced last night by the minister of economy and finances, Valentin 
Arismendi, who spoke at a luncheon organized by the Association of Uruguayan 
Marketing Managers and asserted that the pact, which will be inaugurated by 
the minister and his Argentine counterpart, Jose Alfredo Martinez de Hoz, this 
coming 5 November in Montevideo, “is a club open to other countries." 


Arismendi pointed out that a country needs a major domestic market to have 
bargaining power. 


After referring to the various possible forms of integration, he explained that 
Argentina and Uruguay would abolish any quantitative restrictions and establish 
a common tariff between the two countries but not for third parties. 


He then indicated that in hie opinion this agreement does not imply that Uruguay 
is going to deviate considerably from its liberal economic policies. In theory, 
trade will be diverted as there will be a preferential spread, he noted. He 
then posed the question whether Uruguay could open markets through free inter- 
national trade without concluding these kinds of agreements. 


Elimination of Incentives 


He later stressed that the document hammered out with Argentine representatives 
comes under the ALADI clause that permits member states to resort to partial 
agreements and that in the document 4~qentina agrees to special treatment for 
Uruguay because it is a country wit « © | domestic market. 


The objective of thie agreement, Ari 4i said, is to implement the entirety 
of the NADI [Tariff List and Customs Duties) code, and we do not yet know 
whether we will draw up lists and go about cutting customs duties by categories. 


The economy minister also underscored that since this ie basically a competition- 
oriented agreement, it would contain clauses to abolish the incentives that the 
two parties might have accorded their domestic enterprises inasmuch ae such 
incentives cause distortions.

Ariemendi aleo stressed the importance of the role that the bilateral commission 
(COMINTER), to be set up under the agreement, will play. He stated chat as far 
ae the clauses relating to the origin of goods are concerned, « decision was 
made to establish three sones: a) a white sone, which includes all products from 
the gone and whose origin does not have to be certified; b) a black sone, which 
will consiet of all items not from the zone and whose origin will not have to 
be discussed, such as the painting and packaging of certain products; and c) 

@ gray sone, in which the ALADI clauses will be applied, while allowing 
COMINTER, at the request of one of the contracting parties, to study specific 
origin clauses for certain producte. 


Transition Period 


Ariemendi announced furthermore that the free trade sone agreement with 
Argentina would be in effect for a transition period of 3 years. During this 
time semiannual meetings will be held to consider requests formlated by the 
parties for the withdrawal of concessions. At the end of the 3 years, either 
of the parties can withdraw from the agreement if it feele that it is not 
beneficial to ite interests. 


The minister also indicated that the two countries are willing to completely 

eliminate tariffs for certain categories of goods right away. In other cases, 
Argentina might abolish them immediately while Uruguay ie given more lead time, 
and in still others, there could be equal residual tariffs in the two countries.

URUGUAYAN INDUSTRIES: FREE TRADE ZONE AGREEMENT FAVORS ARGENTINA 


Montevideo EL PAIS in Spanish 2 Nov 80 p 15 


[Text] The Uruguayan Chamber of Industries has sent the nation's economy and 
finance minister, Valentin Arismendi, a note with « memorandum and statistical 
tables, outlining the basic results of ite analysis of the Draft Economic 
Complementarity Agreement between our country and the Argentine Republic and 
making public its position on the iesue. 


After stating that "it shares the motivations for and the considerations of the 
draft,” it adds that “the Chamber of Industries feels that the provisions of 
the Economic Complementarity Agreement must take into account the wide 
disparity in relative strength between Argentina and Uruguay." 


It adds that “fair overall results cannot be expected if ground rules are not 
established to level out the major differences arising from the sizes and 
natural resources of the two countries." 


Maintaining the same critical tone and judgment, the note goes on to say that 
“there are aleo well-known imbalances in direct and indirect tax policy, prices 
and rates of public enterprises and services, promotional credits, development 
poles, exemptions on noncompetitive raw materials, etc.” 


The chamber feels that "these imbalances are assuredly in Argentina's favor, and 
a number of comparative advantages that could benefit Uruguay are ephemeral or 
of such minor importance that they cannot be cited as factors offsetting or 
attenuating the abovementioned advantages." 


It goes on to say that “a partial agreement cannot sidestep the principles set 
forth in the 1980 Treaty of Montevideo. ALADI [Latin American Integration 
Association) recognizes differences between Argentina and Uruguay in declaring 
the latter a country of intermediate development and expressly according it 
preferential treatment. 


"It seems quite clear that this recently reaffirmed principle cannot be ignored 
in the first practical step taken within the ALADI framework, not only because 
of what such special treatment could mean to Uruguay but aleo because disregard 
of it on this initial occasion would establish « precedent thet would certainly 
invalidate the efforts that the country has exerted to achieve it by preventing 
it from demanding such special treatment in other future agreements. 
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"In other words, if Uruguay maxes ite continued membership in ALADI contingent 
upon recognition of ite epecial sise~related status, how can it now disregard 
thie recognition, fail to take advantage of it and jeopardize ite future 
bargaining power in ALADI? 


"On account of the differences between the two countries, which we outlined 
above, a differential tariff treatment must be established, which, furthermore, 
is provided for by ALADI in Article 3 of Resolution 6 of the Council of 
Ministers.” 


The chamber then says that “in connection with the important sphere of raw 
materials supplies, the provisions of Council of Ministers Resolution 2 must be 
complied with, which stipulates in Article 4, Paragraph h): 


‘Agreements establishing commitments for the use of inputs from the signatory 
countries themselves must set forth procedures guaranteeing that their use is 
dependent on the existence of suitable supply, quality and pricing terms.' 


“Moreover, we must not forget what happened with the raw materials that were 
negotiaced in LAFTA, the prices of which were set above international prices 
in accordance with the tariff advantage obtained, with the resulting damage to 
the country's foreign exchange position. 


"This issue is so vitally important that we can assert that the signing or 
rejection of the agreement ought to be contingent upon the origin of the raw 
materials. 


"Wich regard to the issue of temporary admission, we agree that this arrangement 
should exist for both countries, as long as it does not create distortions in 
trade. 





"Lastly, Uruguay met have included in the terms of the agreement that its 
aim is to balance trade between the two countries, a principle that ALADI has 
adopted, while officially designating balanced trade as a condition of 

the free trade progran.” 


The chamber concludes by stating that "a quick extension of this agreement to 
other countries in the region is of the greatest importance in achieving our 
objectives and in safeguarding a country with an inadequate market, like Uruguay." 


Standards of Origin Proposed 


In Annex I of its note to the economy and finance minister, the Uruguayan 
Chamber of Industries proposes the following standarde of origin: 


|. Products extracted, raised or grown in the zone or that utilize exclusively 
zonal materials in their processing or manufacture shall be considered as 
originating from the zone. To this end, the necessary procedures shall be 
established to guarantee that their utilization is contingent upon the existence 
of suitable supply, quality and pricing conditions.

PERUVIAN-CHILEAN RELATIONS--Minister of Foreign Relations Javier Arias Stella 
revealed yesterday that there is a "total willingness" and "the best of spirits" 
between Peru and Chile to formalize their diplomatic relations "at the highest 
level." The minister, without indicating the exact date when this will take place, 
said: “We are working in that direction and so are they.” He said that as a first 
step they agreed on the need to reinitiate talks by means of the Joint Peruvian- 
Chilean Commission, since there is a series of subjects that have not been dis- 
cussed since 1978. Arias Stella said that to that end the commission will start 
meeting again during the first week in December. The head of Peruvian diplomacy 
stated that there are meny problems arising from che intense traffic and tourism 
which have developed in the border zone, and “they gust be the subject of an agree- 
ment.'' For example, he said that some Peruvian companies which travel from Lima 
to Buenos Aires via Santiago find it impossible to pick up passengers in Chilean 
territory. The Peruvian diplomatic chief went to Jorge Chavez International Air- 
port on Thursday to greet his Chilean colleague Rene Rojas, who was on his way to 
his country. He stressed that this was a reciprocal act for a similar gesture of 
courtesy by the Chilean foreign minister a little over a month ago when Arias was 
passing through the Santiago airport on his way to Montevideo.

PERUVIAN-ARGENTINE RELATIONS--Buenos Aires, 1 Oct (AFP)--New Peruvian Ambassador 
to Argentina Guillermo Hoyos Osores expressed his confidence in the improvement 

The diplomat, who arrived 
in this capital yesterday to assume his new duties, announced that he is the bearer 
of a message from his country's President Fernando Belaunde Terry to Argentine 
Chief Executive Jorge Rafael Videla.

He said that nevertheless "it has been con- 
trolled, because it is not something that has reached intolerable extremes these 
days." Hoyos Osores expressed his optimism about the possibility of bilateral 
accords between Buenos Aires and Lima, stating that “some are public and others I 
cannot yet announce." Hoyos Osores, who will present his credentiale to the Argen- 
tine government next week, occupies the Peruvian Embassy here for the second time, 
since he represented his country in 1961 and 1962, during Fernando Belaunde Terry's 
first presidential term.

[Excerpts] Buenos Aires, 20 Nov (NA)--Argentine Foreign. Minister Carlos Pastor 
today warned the OAS General Assembly in Washington that the Argentine Government 
will reconsider its “attitude of cooperation" toward th’.s organization if this 
continental forum is used for the attainment of "circiustantial political goals." 





This is the speech: 


Every year the OAS General Assembly gives us the oyportunity for examining the 
development of our organization in the light of events that have taken place since 
the last meeting. It gives us a chance to think about the course we are following 
and to draw a few conclusions. 


I believe that each and every one of us brings to this forum the results of these 
thoughts. Thus I believe tat part of the purpose of this meeting is to expound 
these conclusions before the ministers and heads of delegations present. 


The year 1980 has not been the happiest for the world. Without being overly 
pessimistic we could say that this year has had many dark days. This has not been 
a coincidence but the result of the way in which things have developed within the 
international community. Crises have come one after another and few have been 
solved: Asia has been shaken by such serious events that it is today considered 
as the continent which is most heavily agitated by the wars and violations of the 
principles of international peace and security. Yet, violence and crises are not 
limited to that region. 


Under varying forms, violence is today part of daily life in many nations in the 
world. Latin America is not exempt from it. Our America, which our predecessors 
believed to be safe from the dangers of disruption of peace under the protection 
of the Inter-American Reciprocal Assistance Treaty and the OAS charter, is not the 
idyllic security zone that was pursued with the above inter-American instruments. 
The forces unleashed by the whole range of modern problems have also affected our 
continent and existing regional commitments have proven ineffective in protecting 
us from the winds of crisis that are blowing in the political and economic fields. 
The question that arises immediately is whether these instruments have been useful. 
Although it is proper to admit that they are imperfect, perhaps the answer could 
be found only within ourselves. How much consideration has each of us here in 
attendance given in our daily actions to the reasons that originated our system? 
We must honestly ask ourselves this question. 
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In the political sector, we @ust anaiyee whether the course we have chosen for the 
VAS ie one which will promote harmonious coexistence among our governments, 

whether we have not forced the organisation into a single direction, and whether, 

in so doing, we have created a climate of confrontation and schisms which are apt 

to create « deep skepticieom regarding the value of our regional syetem, which should 
be instrumental in overcoming our disagreements and in drafting collective plane 

of action in areas in which our peoples have long been waiting for effective action. 


Because excessive priority has been placed on one aspect of our system--as has 
happened in recent yeare=-we have caused an imbalance among the other aspects o: 
have overlooked some of the main obfectivese that led to the creation of our organi- 
Zation: collective peace and security and economic cooperation. 


As the soet powerful member country of the OAS bas considered it useful to emphasize 
&@ certain policy, ite ideas have been overemphasized in such a way that they are 

not in keeping with the meager results obtained in the fields of collective 
security and cooperation for development. On the contrary, this year has been the 
woret in this regard within the OAS. 


Our aesoctation is basea on the principle of nenintervention which has been so 
difficult to accept, and even today we must reiterate it once again in order to 
remember that without total respect for this principle this organization would 
weaken to the extent that it would become a mere shadow of what was been sought 
by ite founders. Why am I making thie comment? Perhaps because there is a 
political trend which feels that this principle gust be reviewed. 


The new ways of interpreting the principle of nonintervention entail risks of 
unieashing « useless debate with political implications and effects which will be 
negative for ovr joint efforts. Our America is multifaceted and changing. Our 
peopiee do sot alwaye live under similer politicel systems, and this pluralies 
which encompasses many different types of governments will always be part of our 
continente status quo. In the past, when thie has been ignored, this organization 
has experienced severe upheavale. 


To make a habit of continually analyzing and passing critical political judgment 
on what takes place inside the member countries carries the germ of the organiza- 
tion's paralysis because, among other reasons, it reveals the lack of balance in 
actions of the organization that follow contingency policies lacking foresight and 
a sense of permanence. Perhaps these short-term policies have been advocated as 
an invalid aiternative to dieguise the lack of a true hemispheric cooperation 
policy, especially at the economic level. 


The remarkable and noteworthy fact is that for the past 4 years the government 
which should have been able to help this cooperation most seéms to be interested 
only in encouraging a policy which appears to seek the disruption of continental 
unity and has remained indifferent to the calle of the region for an active 
participation in the joint effort aimed at the development of our peoples. 


The Longevity of an international organization is no proof of its usefulness, nor 

is it @ guarantee that it will remain in existence indefinitely. It seems that 

this organization needs a severe crisis to pull it out of its lethargy and impotence. 
These times of crisis are drawing closer. It could well be that this is the time 
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for ue to see tf we can help to instill etrength in the idea of a true multilateral 
cooperation on const uctive issues, dieregarding the dieruptive factors which 
erode it day after day. 


If our organization reaches the point of viewing iteelf ae 4 supranational court 
capable of judging governments and taking the position of a political body higher 
than the states themselves, we would have encouraged it to take the shortest road 
to ite destruction. The lack of realiem has precluded long-term taske. Those who 
founded thie organization did not beiteve that it could become the sound box of 
disagreements and clashes. Thus, ‘f we harbor 4 true desire for cooperation let 
us make a genuine effort to calm che spirit and diapell the atmosphere of conflict 
which looms on our horizon by working pragmatically for the satisfaction of urgent 
Latin American needs. 


Mr Chairman: The promotio. of essential human rights is one of the principles which 
inepire the American states, and thie is set forth in the charter of the organi- 
zation. Argentina, one of the founders of this organization which has an age-old 
tradition of respect for human rights which goes back as far as ite birth as «a 
nation, fully supports thie principle. To safeguard and guarantee these rights 
for the Argentine society it has had to wage a staumch etruggle when these rights 
were threatened by an unprecedented terrorist aggression. The Argentine people 
were the winners in this struggle and the process of national reorganization is 
developing firmly in line with the policical guidelines established in December 
1979. The final objective of this process is the establishment of a true, stable 
and representative democracy. 





in view of the above, the Argentine Governme-t has always been ready to cooperate 
with those international institutions whose authority regerding the promotion of 
human rights stems from freely undertaken commitments and as long as these insti- 
tutions avoid the temptation to passe wacceptable political judgments. 


This is a very difficult and sensitive task which requires cooperation and not 
antagonism, because without the cooperation of the governments little can be really 
done in thie field. 


If these institutions try to turn into political censors of the governments, their 
goals will be distorted and this will give rise to an attitude of rejection or 
indifference. However, we believe that positive contributions can be made in the 
field of human rights if the above-mentioned pitfalls are avoided. 


Mr Chairman: So far, inter-American economic relations have been based on guide- 
lines which have done very little to supply us with the appropriate tools to over- 
come the severe problems of the region. The insufficient foreign economic aid 
during the «ixties and the multilateral mechanisms, such as the special commission 
for consultation and negotiation created to expedite trade with the United States, 
have not been effective instruments for the promotion of Latin America's economic 
deve lopment. 


The region's economic situation today demands solidary hemispheric actions to which 
every member of this organization must contribute to the extent possible. The 
special General Assembly scheduled for 1981 must establish the guidelines for these 

















actions, drawing special attention te the significance of trade, financial coopera= 
tion and the strategies which our coumtries could implement for their industriali- 
sation. 


At @ time when there are severe problems in meeting international paymente, crucial 
ig@balances on the exchange markets and 4 dangerous increase of protectioniem from 
developed countries, Letin America has become one of the staun heet supporters of 
the trade and development of the United States, which has been experiencing a 
severe deficit in its trade with the rest of the world. 


The above shows the justice of the economic and financial demands Latin America 
has been making to effectively strengthen hemispheric coo, eration in line with the 
OAS charter. These demands are not 4 mere call for solidaiity from the richest 
partner of the organization, but « request that vigorous join’ and harmonious 
action be developed capabie of helping the development of each and every one of the 
countries of the region, respecting their characteristics and interests. 


Faced with the challenge of current times, we suet join our efforts for action. 
The Latin American peoples, whose development has been neglected, can no Longer 
accept paternalistic gestures of alleged generesity. This must be understood by 
every one of us who has responsibility for the leadership of thie joint effort. 
This is the only way to resolve our probleme and give the world the image of a 
strong and united America. 


Mr Chairman: We must discuse two of the severest Latin American problem. I! 
mean food and energy shortages. There are countries whose economic and social 
future is tied to both problems: others are facing only one of them; few are free 
from both There are millions of inhabitants in countries of thie America of ours 
whose nu’ rition standards are below the basic sinimum, and there are states which 
ere unsole to cope with the growing cost of the energy they gust import. This 
somber prospect which looms over most countries, demande res;onsibie, immediate 
and joint action. 


Some of the members of thie organization, aware of the serious nature of these 
crises are giving uniiateral aid to help offset these shortages. Argentina is 
chanelling @ost of its food assistance to Latin America. It also helps with food 

in cases of natural disasters such as the recent ones in the Caribbean. It also 
actively cooperates in transferring technology in the fieids of agriculture and 
livestock, aid which we have recently extended to certain countries in the Caribbean 
and Central America. 


In the field of energy, Argentina supplies gas to neighboring countries and helps 
brother nations develop nuclear technology. We have signed bilateral accords 
which are already operational. We also firmly support the efforts of the Inter- 
American Nuclear Energy Commission and we would like to see its tasks facilitated 
by the urgent approval of the dratt amendment of ite stetutes. This draft vas 
submitted to the OAS Council in 1978 and it is still awaiting 4 decision. However, 
much more must be done and the OAS must not remain aloof from the hunger of many 
peoples in our region or the extremely severe consequences of the energy crisis. 


We would like to believe that this General Assembly will be a valuable opportunity 
for reaffirming America’s will to struggle against che evils threatening it. 
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Wwe hope thie meeting will be remembered for the unanimous reaffirmation of these 
objectives and not as yet another meeting of clashes and disagreewente detrimental 
to the fragile and progressively weaker hope which aillions of men and women of 
our America place in thie regional organisation. 


If the member countries prove to be capable of overcoming disagreements and 
promoting effective cooperation aimed at satisfying the needs of our peoples, we 
will be ready to join regional actions without restrictions. 


However, if thie OAS assembly ie used to attain circumstantial political goals 
and against the basic reasons for and principles of ite creation, my goverument 
will be forced to reconsider ite attitude of cooperation toward the organization, 
which would be straying away from ite responsibility for the true needs of the 
continent. 


Mr Chairman: in order to work within the framework of effective cooperation toward 
the development of our peoples we must avoid useless clashes and confrontations 
which distort and strain the atmosphere within the organization. In other vords, 
let us work together on the basie of the true situation of our America.

[Text] Buenos Aires, 12 Nov (NA)--On Tuesday, 4 November, the United States 
elected a new president: the oldest man, the first divorced man and the first 
actor to reach the White House. But apart from these detaile the question of the 
meaning of thie election--for the world in general and for Argentina in particular-- 
is still unanevered. 


Firet: Reagan did not reach victory alone but is accompanied by a large group 
of Republican congresemen who for the firet time in a quarter of a century out- 
number the Democrats in the Senate and almost equal the Democrate in the House of 
Representatives. 


Second: The defeat of the liberale--in the U.S. sense of the word--McGovern, 
Church, Bayh and Magnuson has been practically systematic. 


Since neither Carter nor Reagan produced much enthusiasm in the voters, this means 
that it was the rejection of the economic conditions--recession, inflation, 
expansion of the role of the state--which took Reagan to the presidency. 


But perhaps it could also be pointed out that the evident incompetence of the 
Carter administration to face such problems contributed to discrediting a systen 
and a echool of political thought which are also shared by Edward Kennedy, who 
will certairly be the Democratic candidate in 1984. 


And let us not forget that the banner of rational administration and the Limitation 
of state intervention were also part of the former Georgia governor's platform in 
1974. 


The wide margin of Reagan's victory surprised everybody, especially the public 
opinion polleters, who could not predict the outcome of the election. Carter's 
experts were more certain; at the end of the tiring campaign on Monday, they 
told him that he was defeated. 


The analyses could continue “ad infinitum,” but the fact is that Reagan is the first 
“confessed conservative” to reach the White House in 50 years, and now what? 
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The preetdent-elect gave a press conference 48 hours after the elections. Many 
topics were avoided, such as the hostages in Iran, in order not to cause problems 
for the one who is still the chief of state until 20 January. 


In Buenos Aires some paragraphs were read with especial attention, such as the one 
in which Reagan stresses the continuity of the human rights policy, but also the 
one that says "we cannot turn our backs on friendly governments just because they 
do not exactly share out point of view on this matter." Curiously, that question 
does not appear in the exclusive interview published by TIME magazine in ite latest 
issue. 


Reagan declares himself a staunch supporter of Kiseinger's theory on the "linkage" 
of positions in international policy, that is, not to negotiate anything in 
isolation, but to relate some matters with others until they become a "package." 
Reagan said: “One cannot sit down aad negotiate on armaments while pretending that 
the Soviet Union is not invading Afghanistan. I support and I believe in broad 
negotiations." 


He also said that he believes that the Soviets themselves prefer to have a coherent 
adversary and know very well what he is doing, than have one who alternates between 
threats and withdrawals. Coherence, one way or the other, seems to be fundamental, 
but it is certainly a strange world that has lost the custom not only of seeing it 
but also of invoking it. 


Naturally this can lead to very delicate situations. Reagan has shown himself to 
be a supporter of negotiations and bilateral relations with Latin America. Roger 
Fontaine, one of his advisers on inter-American policy, said in Buenos Aires a 

few months ago and repeated it in Washington that he believes that the new trend 

in Argentine-Brazilian relations is one of the most important facts of recent years 
and that this rapprochement should be encouraged. These are important statements 
that should be taken into consideration by those who have the responsibility of 
formulating and executing our foreign policy. 


But above all let us not forget that relations may become much more cordial and, 


at the same time, commitments much stronger on the eve of a change that may be 
important to the relations between the superpowers.

[Text] Latin American countries are naturally interested in what happens in the 
United States, both because of their geographical proximity with the great nation 
of the north, and the fact that the United States carries sufficient weight to 
influence the entire world, especially its neighbors. Whether we like it or not, 
we must acknowledge this fact as part of the reality in which we are living. 


This is why many have time and again asked this question: What does the future 
U.S. Government led by Ronald Reagan think about U.S. relations with Latin America? 


One thing that has been made clear through several statements is that the United 
States does not list Latin America among its top priorities--that is, among those 
requiring priority attention. It has been stated--and this is discouraging--that 
greater attention will be focused on other regions such as the Middle East and 
China, not to speak of the U.S. European allies and their common enemy, the Soviets. 


With regard to the political and economic intentions of the Reagan administration, 
the Latin American position has not changed; it seeks to overcome relations which 
are often marked by dependence and to promote interdependent relations in which 
the principle of equality among nations may be respected. Now, Reagan represents 
the most conservative, nationalist U.S. sectors who believe that achieving the 
greatness of the country comes above all, that U.S. greatness should be achieved, 
if necessary, at the cost of sacrificing foreign interests and even by force. 
Therefore, we wish to give warning that the fears of those who predict a return 

of the “big stick" policy, although adjusted to the new times, are not exaggerated. 


Speaking of politics, Reagan has mentioned the desire to be free shared by all 
American peoples, but has failed to properly clarify the meaning of those expressions 
which have been stated by every U.S. administration and which have been ultimately 
implemented in varying, contradictory ways. This is also applicable to his remarks 
about human rights, which was the central issue in President Carter's foreign 
policy. 


Several points must be considered in the economic sector. For instance, it is a 


fact that Latin America still needs, and will continue to need for many years to 
come, both economic and technical assistance, factors in development which the 
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United States provides to a higher degree than any other country ‘rn the world. 

It is not known what trends U.S. aid and assistance will follow and the conditions 
it will impose (there has always been conditions: some can be readily accepted; 
others are simply tolerated b.ause the recipients have no choice). Yet the great 
aspiration of all Latin peoples and of the Third World of achieving basic eself- 
support will not be fulfilled until their raw materials and manufactured products 
are sold at fair prices, until an equitable relationship is established between 
sellers and buyers, until the much publicized "indexation," which has always been 
bluntly rejected by developed countries, is implemented. The question is whether 
Reagan will take steps toward promoting fairer treatment, whether one should 
expect this from a conservative, highly nationalist government closely linked to 
the interests of large corporations, especially multinationals. It will certainly 
be difficult to obtain an answer which, after all, could later be disproved--at 
least partially--by events. 


In gum, there are sufficient indications to believe that, on the whole, the Latin 
American countries will not receive better treatment, On the contrary, there may 
be many setbacks in relation to what was intended by sectors which are more 
progressive and far-sighted than those represented by Reagan.

"EL DIARIO' ANALYZES U.S. FOREIGN POLICY UNDER REAGAN

[Text] The outcome of the U.S. elections has led to many uncertainties throughout 
the world. This is natural because the man who will occupy the White House in 
January belongs to another party, whose principles and goals are different from 
those of the current president; and the United States, whether one likes it or 
not, is one of the main powers in world politics. 


But the worries seem to be much exaggerated. One has to start from the premise 
that the United States, under both Republican and Democratic governments, has 
almost always maintained a single policy, with variations in its application. 

Some are softer than others in the application of principles, but all agree on the 
general objectives of the United States: to maintain world hegemony, to inflexibly 
support democracy--as understood by that country--and to try to improve day by 

day the living conditions of its citizens. Due to the sharpening of world ideological 
struggle, it is probable that in recent times positions have become harder on such 
world problems as peaceful coexistence, the rationalization of arms manufacturing, 
human rights and the ideological expansion of the Soviet Union. This will be 

seen when the new president takes over the White House and begins to nominate his 
closest coworkers, the men who will form the image of the new government. 


In the case of Latin America, the uncertainty is greater because many countries, 
among which we should include Bolivia, think that the new U.S. policy toward 
governments that are not the product of popular elections may change from that 
imposed by President Carter who, under the heading of human rights, adopted several 
measures opposed to those regimes. But some signs have already emerged indicating 
that these changes will be minor and that there will be no major innovations in 

the human rights policy. Judging from statements made in the past few days, the 
new U.S. Government will continue maintaining the need to preserve human rights and 
democracy, while changes in the application of this policy could lead to a with- 
drawal from certain measures imposed by the Carter administration. In other words, 
there will be a change of application but not of philosophy, and this is very 
important for many South American countries. 


It is certainly ture that the United States has the leadership in the hemisphere 
and is a power throughout the world. But is is also true that during recent times 














many countries have understood the need to avoid in some way their extreme dependency 
on the past by adopting more independent attitudes, even at the risk of difficult 
situation in the economic sector. So countries like Chile, Argentina and others 

have ignored the pressures from the north and have not complied with the White 

House guidelines, in a clear demonstration of a great effort to achieve real 
independence. 


It is still too early to judge Reagan's government. One has to wait for the power 
transfer, listen to the new president's words and carefully observe his first 
steps, which will mark the characteristics of the new regime. Then we will know 
whether current expectations of U.S. change are justified.

HUMAN RIGHTS VISIT--Fernado Ortiz Sanz, permanent Bolivian ambassador to the United 
Nations, warned the Third Commission of the UN General Assembly that the Bolivian 
Government may find itself compelled to revise its position regarding the visit 

of the Human Rights Commission to this country. Ambassador Ortiz Sanz explained 
the human rights situation in Bolivia, stating first that the extremist corruption 
of democracy compelled the armed forces of the nation to take over the government. 
He then referred to the slander campaign against Bolivia mounted by extremism and 
imperialism [words indistinct] of calumny. He further analyzed the true inter- 
pretation of the human rights concept with regard to the needs of the developing 
countries. He pointed out that President Luis Garcia Meza has spontaneously 
invited a UN human rights commission to visit the country, thus showing that 
Volivia has nothing to conceal. He concluded by stating that we reject any attempt 
to approve a document before the visit of the commission, and he warned that in 
case any document of this nature is approved under sectarian pressures, the Bolivian 
Government would find itself compelled to revise its position regarding the visit 
of the Human Rights Commission to this country.

ARCE, LECHIN, REYES ISSUE STATEMENTS--La Paz, 14 Nov (AFP)--Interior Minister 
Luis Arce Gomez said last night when he presented Juan Lechin Oquendo, highest 
leader of the Bolivian Labor Central (COB), to the press that the latter was an 
adviser to the military rather than a political prisoner, because of the wise 
counsel he gives officers who visit him. Arce Gomez also presented Simon Reyes 
Rivera, well-known leader of the Mineworkers Federation and the Communist Party 
at the army staff office. The latter said that he had been well treated after 
he was transferred from the Directorate of Political Order [Direccion de Orden 
Politico--DOP] to army headquarters. When asked about the conditions under which 
the Bolivian workers are now living and whether they support Gen Luis Garcia 
Meza's regime, Reyes replied that right now he lacked the necessary information to 
answer those questions. When the minister asked Lechin whether, in his opinion, 
there was social peace in Bo ivia, the latter stated that social peace is always 
a product of justice and that it cannot be achieved while the latter does not exist. 
He then pointed out that labor leaders, contrary to politicians, always depend on 
the will of the workers. He said that my future will thus depend on whether the 
Bolivian workers confirm their confidence in me or withdraw it. At the end of 
the presentation Lechin said that he had met socially conscious officers during 
his detention and espec ally expressed his thanks for the treatment received from 
Col Carlos Mena, chief cf intelligence at army headquarters.

POLITICAL STRENGTH, FUTURE PLANS OF LABOR PARTY ASSESSED 
Party Strong in 15 States 
Rio de Janeiro JORNAL DO BRASIL in Portuguese 5 Oct 80 p 1-Supplement

Strength With Organization in 15 States") 


{Text} The Labor Party (PT), already organized in 15 states, is expected to 
request provisional registration with the Supreme Electoral Court on the 13th of 
this month, making this a show of force at a time when ite main leader, 
metallurgical worker Luis Inacio da Silva, is awaiting two triale on charges in 
connection with the National Security Law. 


With the triple support structure made up of trade union leaders; the students and 
intellectuals; and the Base Level Church Communities (CEB), which have already 
discussed open support of the PT in Sao Paulo, the organization, which reeulted 
from the etrikes in the ABC [Santo Andre, Sao Bernardo do Campo, and Sao Caetano 
do Sul industrial sections), now has 40,000 members, according to ite leaders, and 
has penetrated among the rural workers surprisingly. 


Final Assessment 


On Tuesday, the national leadership of the PT met at the Sao Paulo Legislative 
Assembly for a final assesement of the work of party organization, before sending 
the request for provisional registration. 


The organization of the PT began in the municipalities of Osasco and Sorocabe, 
where workers less skilled than those in the ABC predominate, and in celle formed 
by the CEB. The origins of the cadres joining the PT are illustrated by « figure: 
a half of the party affiliation questionnaires were returned because they were in- 
correctly filled out. 


By Wednesday night, the Sao Paulo section confirmed that 70 provisional municipal 
commissions had been formed, with the expectation of 50 others shortly in cities 
in which there is a heavy percentage of hand laborers. 











One fact established by the national mapping of the PT te announced by ite 
leadere with pride: of the 722 municipalities in Minas Gerais, the party hae 
succeeded in organizing in 160. This figure generously exceede the 20 percent of 
the municipalities required by law for each estate, and in Minas Gerais, thie 
figure is not surpassed even by the government PDS [Social Democratic Party). 


In Rio de Janeiro, the PT has formed commissions in 1) municipalities and 15 of 
the 25 electoral sones in the capital<-where commissions are equivalent to those 
in municipalities for purposes of registration--and has aleo exceeded the minimal 
20 percent. 


The situation in the other estates in which this limit has aleo been exceeded is 
ae follows: Acre, 8 commissions; Espirito Santo, 16; Santa Catarina, 55 expected; 
Mato Grosso do Sul, 18; Maranhao, 26; Piaul, 27; Rio Grande do Sul, 47; Gotas, 47; 
Rio Grande do Norte, 30; Ceara, 36; and Amazonas, 15. 


Leftist Sectors 


Despite the participation in the national leadership of Mr Apolonio Sales, former 
leader of the Brazilian Revolutionary Communist Party (PCBR), the support of the 
PT by leftist sectors is a subject ite leaders avoid. it is known, however, that 
there is a broad range of groups, some others and some left over from the period of 
urban guerrilla warfare in the ‘708, which are aleo bearing pointe for the party. 


A number of groups, designated representatives of the "independent left"--to 
distinguish them from the Brazilian Communiet Party (PCB) and the 8 October 
Revolutionary Movement, which have moved closer to the PMDB [Brazilian Democratic 
Movement Party)]--support the PT on a scale and level of action varying from state 
to state. These include the student factions Liberty and Struggle (Libelu), 
Advance and Struggle (Avanlu), the Movement for the Emancipation of the Proletariat, 
Socialist Convergence, the Internationalist Socialist Organization, remmante of the 
PCBR and Popular Action (AP) and dissident factions of the PCB. 


Although the leader of the PT in the Chamber, Deputy Airton Soares of Sao Paulo, 
says that “demanding ideological certification is a DOPS [Department of Political 
and Social Order) procedure, not ours,” relations with the leftist factions were on 
the brink of rupture in February, when the drafting of the party program was dis- 
cussed. 


Now State Deputy Jose Eudes, president of the provisional executive commission of 
the PT in the state of Rio de Janeiro, regards the participation of leftist sectors 
as “an advance and a force working for any party struggling for profound change." 
He recognizes the existence of differences, but says that “the PT does not seek to 
be homogeneous and can live with contradiction.” And he says: "The hegemony in 
the PT today is Christian leftist, not Marxist.” 


Base Communities 
Regarded as the main bearing point for the PT, the CEBs have taken on political 


importance, as was recognized recently by the Church iteelf, which promoted a 
private meeting on 1) and 14 September, according to all reports, at the Salesian 
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College in Campinas. The meeting was attended by 300 CEB leaders from 12 dioceses 
in Sao Paulo and 2 bishops: Dom Gilberto Pereira Lopes, of Campinas, and 
Dom Luis Coluesit, of Lins. 


A pamphlet tlluetrated by « tree labeled “capictaliet” with branches labeled estate 
ownership, large enterprises, capital concentration and political power, was 
distributed ae « point of departure for the debate. The fertilizer for thie tree 
wae labeled laws, disunity among the workers, illiteracy and conformiam, and the 
“fruit” was labeled expulsion from the land, unemployment, low wages, high living 
coste, @alnutrition and disease. 


Among other subjects related to the activities of the CEBs, the participation of 
Catholics in political parties was discussed, and the aajority preference fell to 
the PT. The archdiocese of Campinas provided the participante with printed 
programe of the PDS, the PP (Popular Party), the PDP [Democratic Labor Party) and 
the PT--no PTB (Brazilian Labor Party) program was distributed--as well as a 
questionnaire entitled "New Parties,” produced in pamphlet form by the Ecumenical 
Center of Documents and Information. 


Party Base 


The base cell ie the key to the organization of the PT, whose statutes attribute to 
it the function of “deepening and guaranteeing internal democracy.” With a 
minimum of 21 members belonging to a given electoral district, grouped “by place 
of residence, occupational category or social movement,” the cell is seen as the 
spearhead of the party in the neighborhood, poor dietrict and trade union associa- 
tion. 


According to the statutes, the municipal officers are required to consult the base 
celle to direct the aldermen elected and establish the PT lime in the sunicipali- 
ties. Influence on the state and national levele is guaranteed by Article 72: 
“The major decisions of the officers and legislative representatives must be made 
after consulting the base celle.” They aleo establish party dues. 


Catholic Participation 


Although the question about the support given to the PT by the Church was viewed 
with mistrust and attempts to sidestep the matter, Raimundo Furtado Kappel 
(Mundinho), of Rio, 28 years of age and a member of the Workers’ Pastorate and of 
the PT municipal commission in Volta Redonda, finally revealed that a half of the 
51 members the party has succeeded in organizing in the city are Catholics. 


Dona Albertina Santos de Lima, 38, married to a toolmaker and the mother of 

one child, was one of the participants in the meeting in Campinas. A member of 
the parish community of Our Lady of Patima, in Vila das Belezas, Santo Amaro 
region, in Sao Paulo, stated with conviction: “The PT is the party embodying the 
goals of the people. In it I am learning about politics.” 
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Work in the Neighborhoods 


The 51 members enrolled by the PT in Volta Redonda, 4 municipality in which the 
National Steel Company alone employe 20,000 metallurgical workers, represents very 
few, Mundinho admite. But he commented: "A campaign was waged here to alienate 
and intimidate the workers. Even today the personnel who go to the trade union 
meetings are afraid to eign the attendance roster. In 1964 and 1968 many people 
were arrested on the baste of the attendance rosters." 


With the agreement of Jose Emidio da Sousa, president of the provisional municipal 
commission of the PT and aleo a member of the Workere' Pastorate of the Volta 
Redonda diocese, Mundinho said that the party will try to ewell ite ranks through 
neighborhood mobilization work. Both were politically active in the daye of the 
now-extinct MDB [Brazilian Democratic Movement }. 


Although he admite that "the coming elections will be marked by a popular movement, 
with major participation by the Church," Mundinho denied that the bishop of Volta 
Redonda, Dom Valdir Calheiros, hae participated in the organizing of the PT. 


"Ie must be understood,” he said, “that the Church participates in politics in the 
broad sense, since it is engaged in the work of masse consciousness-raising. But it 
does not come out for one party, because if it did it would lose maneuvering room, 
and what etrengthene the Church is diversification. 


"The PT ie a party which identifies with the Workers’ Pastorate because of the 
program, but there is no obligation to be a member of the pastorate and the PT as 
well. So much #o that there are people there aleo who belong to the PMDB. 


"The Church ie on the eide of the oppressed, and to the extent that the PT takes a 
atand on the oppreseor-oppressed relationship, they are close," Mundinho added. 


Metallurgical worker Jose Emidio da Souza admitted that "it is possible that with- 
out the peasants of the Church, the PT might not have been viable, but this would 
change nothing, for we would have opted for another party with which we could 
identify." 


"The PT has a Christian majority,” Mundinho put in, “but we are members of it 
because ve believe that it represents a path for the people. A Christian sust 
participate in poiitics because the greatest political act in which we can engage 
is labor.” 


Practicing the Gospel 


An active participant in setting forth the demands of the residents in the poor 
quartere of Santo Amaro, Dona Albertina is also « member of the former MDB, but she 
eaye that only in the PT has she had “a chance to discuss our problems. I chose 
the PT because I want to see the country governed by the workers. There ie not 

@ eingle worker in Brazil who is not oppressed.” 
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Concerning her statue ae 4 PT militant and member of the CEB, she explained: “The 
Church obeye the gospel and at the same time seeks to improve the life of the 
people. This is because evangelization means liberation. The path of Chriet ie a 
choice in favor of those who are oppressed. Living a community life, with the 
prieste and bishops, we will find the path Christ taught, that of liberation, in 
faith and unity." 


Aleo a former member of the MDB, Jose Tomas Vitorino, 52, married and the father 

of seven, ie a retired employee of the Sao Paulo Municipal Mass Transportation 
Company. For 10 years he has been active in the Interlagos CEB and now he has 
joined the PT. "I chose the PT because it is « party which comes from the base and 
has the direct participation of the worker from the outskirts and the slums. The 
people feel that the PT ie developing from the base upward.” 


Through the CEB Vitorino persuaded the prefecture to build a school and day 
nurseries. He reports that at the weekly parish community meetings the raising of 
the workers’ consciousness with a view to political activity is discussed, 
“because like it or not, the people muet understand politics in order not to be 
svept along by others’ views. 


"In the community,” he added, “people meet through the gospel. We read the Bible 
and share in the problems of the neighborhoods and the people. The gospel is 
read and applied in practice." 


indirect Participation 


Brother Francisco Cristovao Pereira, who works in the Workers’ Pastorate in the 
industrial cities of Contagem and Betim, part of greater Belo Horizonte, admitted 
that “many priests sympathize with the PT, but they do not join or work visibly in 
the party. 


"The participation of the clergy,” he asserted, “occurs indirectly. The Church 
guides communities toward achieving a critical view and participating through 
legal and legitimate channels in the defense of their rights, as is the case with 
the trade unions and the political parties. We believe that the citizen should 
participate in politics, be it the PT, the PDT or the PDS." 


Brother Cristovao admits, however, that the preference of the membere of the CEBs 
has been the PT. “With a critical view of reality, the worker finds that it is the 
PT which is closest to him, which best corresponds to his needs and aspirations, 
because of the ethics, the proposals and program, the ideology of the party." 


A former priest and now a metallurgical worker, the president of the provisional 
regional commission of the PT in Minas Gerais, Ignacio Hernandez, says that in 
addition to the priests, two bishops, Dom Mario Teixeira Gurgel, of Itabira, and 
Dom Quirino Adolfo Schmitz, of Teofilo Otoni, “sympathize with the PT.” 


Neither Christian Nor Atheistic, But Democratic 


"The PT is not a Christian party nor an atheist one. It is a party with «a vision 
of democracy from the viewpoint of the workers’ class. For us, democracy is not 








an abetract word but the synonym of a reality in which we can eat, drese and live 
decently and say what we want. Only we do not think of democracy as the right to 
kill or rob others." 


Thie te the definition of the party proposals given by the peasant leader 

Manoel da Conceicao, in exile until October of last year and « member today of the 
national provisional leadership commission of the PT. Coexistence with the leftist 
factions, which he recognizes as a problem, the support received from the 
ecclesiastical communities of the Church, which he does not deny, and the achieve- 
ment of registration are stages along the path to a goal being sought with faith 

in the mobilising power of the base cells. "The PT is seeking to win power, like 
any other party, he says. 


Priority 


In charge of the organizational work in Paraiba, Rio Grande do Norte and Pernambuco, 
Manoel da Conceicao says that the PT “is experiencing ite second phase now." The 
first involved the establishment of the base cells throughout the country, with 

the enrollment of militants. 


The initial idea was to establish the celle and only after that first stage to 

begin organizing the provisional municipal commissions. But the need to speed up 
the legalization of the party, according to Manoel da Conceicao, gave priority to 
the establishment of the commissions, even where the cells had not been organized. 


"Without abandoning the task of cell organization,” he explained, "we accelerated 
the organizational procedure to meet all the requirements of the law. Thus it 
will be clear that if they do not regieter us, it will be for political reasons." 


Pernambuco is “the most difficult state," he admits, attributing the limited pene- 
tration by the PT to two factors: the linking of the "mass struggle with 
chariematic personalities”--a reference to former Governor Miguel Arraes and the 
local leadership of the PMDB--and the “diversity of concepts about the intentions 
of the PT"--a reference to the leftist factions. 


Although he says that “the situation has improved, so much so that we now have 

a thousand militants in greater Recife and 600 in the interior,” 

Manoel da Conceicao does not conceal the fact that relationships with the leftist 
groups which supported the PT represents an obstacle the party will have to over- 
come internally. 


"In the PT we have factions which sti ‘st on the mechanistic view of the 
party and mass organization, and regaro ..«mpelves as the vanguard solely because 
they have mastered Marxist theory. There is a struggle, as in any party in which 
there are various factions, and will continue to be, causing the party to advance 
politically. As the non-ideologized production sectors gain an understanding of 
our intentions, these will begin to fade away, because they have no authority to 
question problems which a worker or 4 peasant experiences in practice." 


Manoel da Conceicao stressed that “the PT does not demand nor will it that a 
worker define himself ideologically." Coexistence “between Christians and atheiste 
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of various sorte,” he believes, ie possible because “the common denominator is 
opposition to exploitation and the desire to put an end to it. 


"I say that the PT has no ideology,” he said, “dn the: sense that it ts not only 
those who are Marxist who are right, not only those who are Christians who are 
right. Thies is the line which defines militant action in the PT.” 


Although he pays tribute to the CEBse, in which he too was active, "because that was 
where the organization of the workers began,” Manoel da Conceicao does not think 
there should be talk of a Church-PT alliance. “The Church never said join the PT. 
There is a good relationship between sectors in our party and some bishops and 
priests. Even eo, this ie not the attitude of the Church as « whole.” 


He does not believe, moreover, that the Church hierarchy can restrict support by 
ite base communities of the PT, and he comments: “After the members of the com- 
munities joined the PT, the process reversed. It is the Church which can feel 
flattered. I do not believe in any restriction because the Church has already 
concluded, in the work in ite own base communities, that the solution for the 
country is political and not religious. If a bishop or priest agrees, fine, if he 
does not, matters develop just the sam.” 


Manoel da Conceicao stressed that “what caused the PT to emerge was not the Church 
communities, but 15 years of the workers’ claims, which neither the government nor 
the MDB heeded. This forced the workers to seek their own solution in the PT." 


A refusal to register the PT based on the claim that it is a clase party is un- 
justified in his view. 


"We are open to all the workers in this country, from household help to the most 
refined intellectual. And among other things, because we have no ideology. 


"We know that the government is concerned about us," Manoel da Conceicao says, “but 
thie concern is not because of the leftist factions. The government knows that 
emall groups, even if armed with rifles, cannot overthrow the government. But it 
knows that if the electoral challenge of a mass PT led by the workers is accepted, 
it will be defeated." 


The Problem of Charismatic Leaders 


Creating a space between Senator Pedro Simon's PMDB and former 

Governor Leonel Brizola's PDT is the challenge faced by the PT in Rio Grande do Sul, 
which is repeating on the same scale the battle for its own space faced by the party 
in Pernambuco, where former Governor Miguel Arraes, heading the PMDB, has a 
monopoly on the opposition. 


With yet another difficulty--the apparatus Governor Chagas Freitas has made 
available to Deputy Miro Teixeira so that he can become his successor on the PP 
slate--the PT in Rio de Janeiro too is seeking ite identity, in a state where it 
has not succeeded in winning over the trade-union leadership and where it knows it 
will not have the support of the ecclesiastical communities of the Church. 





No Represent ation 


The president of the PT in Rio Grande do Sul, Olivio Dutra, a banking worker 
removed from the presidency of his trade union by the government after the strike 
last year, recognizes that his party colleagues are lagging far behind the PMDB 
and the PDT in party organization matters, but he ie not concerned. 





"If we wanted to establish appointed commissions as the other parties are doing, 
it would be very easy. But what is important for us is organization of the base 
celle, even though it te slower work." 


Apart from the student sector, the PT has won supporters in middle-class 
professional unions--bank workers, journaliste and architects--and workers in the 
food, civil construction and metallurgical industries and also among port workers. 
Olivio Dutra himself admite that the trade-union base of the PT is still very 


fragile. 


"Rio Grande do Sul urgently needs strong workers’ leadership. The PT developed 
here among trade unionists in the tertiary sector and grew with the incorporation 
of sectors of the petite bourgeoisie, liberal professional and independent 
workers. This led to a certain blockage in the party organization due to ex- 
cessive theoretical discussion." 


The PT in Pernambuco does not have a single parliamentarian and will not be among 
the state parties strengthening the application for party registration by the 
Supreme Electoral Court. The explanation given by the regional leadership ie that 
the initial effort to establish state cells failed there. They had to be re- 
organized, because the members of the groups organized on the basis of occupational 
categories had different electoral domiciles, which might have justified dis- 
qualification of the provisional commissions. 


According to the president of the provisional regional executive commission, 

Joao Alberto Nascimento (Peixe), the municipal commissions only need to be organ- 
ized by November. He explains the weakness of the PT with the argument that "the 
social movements there are very weak in comparison to the other states." 


Peixe remains optimistic, and predicts that the most combative trade union leader- 
ship will end up in the PT, while the indications are that the 140,000 workers in 
the sugarcane-growing zone still regard former Governor Miguel Arraes as their 
leader. “We face another problem in the rural sector--the large contingent of 
illiterates,”" he commented. 


Campaign in the Interior 


Squeezed between the Chagas Freitas faction of the PT and the PMDB, which divide 
the opposition voters in Rio, the PT went to the interior, seeking compensation in 
such centers as Petropolis, Volta Redonda, Nova Friburgo, Campos, Cachoeira de 
Macacu and Cabo Frio for the shortfall in the capital, where it has established 

15 provisional commissions to date out of a total of 25 electoral districts. 
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The party has not succeeded in penetrating the trade unions in Rio or the 
surrounding lowlands, although it has a cell regarded ag important in Nova Friburgo, 
the members of which are textile and metallurgical workers. In the view of 

State Deputy Jose Eudes, the only PT parliamentarian in Rio de Janeiro, the explana- 
tion is simple. "The trade-union movement in Rio is still profoundly dominated by 
petty politics and backward welfare-style trade-unionien." 


Rural Support in Minas Gerais 


Contrary to the expectations of its own leaders, the PT in Minas Gerais has grown 
in the northern part of the state, in the rural sectors in the Jequitinhonha, 
Mucuri and Doce Valley regions, but has not succeeded in winning over the workers’ 
contingents in the large and average cities. Not a single metallurgical leader 
has signed the membership roles, while at least 15 rural trade-union leaders are 
militants in the PT. 


An alternate member of the provisional national executive commission, 

Wagner Benevides, president of the oil workers’ trade wnion, agrees that at the 
beginning the PT was made up of students and liberal professional people. "Today 
the situation is different. The liberal professional cells are almost at a 
standstill, while participation by the workere is increasing noticeably." 


Rallies Fail 


Recently, not even the participation of Lula could prevent the failure of two 
rallies held in the industrial cities of Ipatinga and Itabira. More than a week 
earlier, a thousand peasants participated in a rally in Itanhumi, 50 kilometers 
from Governador Valadares. And the leaders estimate that 50 aldermen joined the 
PT. 


This unexpected growth made it necessary to reorganize the work of enlisting 
members. Metallurgical worker Inacio Agero explained that every weekend, 15 to 
20 militants are sent to the interior of Minas Gerais, where they sponsor rallies 
to attract trade-union leaders and members. "We do this with our own money, since 
the party doesn't have a nickel," he made a point of noting. 


Vicente Goncalves Afonso, a member of the provisional regional commission of the 
PT and of the Turmalina Rural Workers’ Union in the Jequitinhonha Valley, gives the 
following explanation of the growth of the party in the rural zones: 


"There are very serious land disputes here. In the past we had 'colonelism,’' but 
it is worse now, with the arrival of the large farm and reforestation enterprises. 
They force people off the land and order the houses and our timber burned. Only 
workers united within the PT can be in a position to wage a battle against this 
exploitation and injustice." 
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April Strike Announced

[Text] Sao Paulo--Speaking yesterday at the rally to protest the inclusion of 
trade union leaders under the National Security Law and intervention in the work- 
ers' unions, the national president of the PT, Luis Inacio da Silva (Lula) 
announced that next April "the workers will provide another demonstration of 
strength and will bring all the factories in Sao Bernardo do Campo to a halt with 
another strike." 


Removed as president of the Sao Bernardo do Campo and Diadema Metallurgical 
Workers’ Trade Union by government intervention, Lula promised the workers and 
other participants in the gathering at the Vila Euclides Stadium: "We will only 
cease to act as your representatives when you so desire. Until then, no. On the 
day a new slate of officers for the trade union is elected, Lula will become just 
another of your comrades in struggle." 


People in the Streets 


Lula emphasized that the rally showed that "it is not difficult to get the people 
into the streets when they are summoned," and he admitted: "We are not concerned 
about our inclusion under the National Security Law. We know that there are 
thousands of workers suffering hunger, in situations worse than ours, because 
they cannot buy a kilogram of beans at 150 cruzeiros." 


The former trade union leader believes that "it is Maluf and not the workers” 
who should be included under the National Security Law, and he recalled the ex- 
pulsion of Father Vito Miracapillo and the threat to expel Dom Pedro Casaldaliga. 
He went on to add: "They were expelled or threatened with it because the 
government says that foreigners cannot participate in politics or intervene in 
the domestic affairs of Brazil. And what are Volkswagen and Mercedes Benz doing 
here? The Foreign Statutes do not serve to protect Brazilians, but are designed 
to expel the foreigners who are joining with their fellow-workers in their 
struggle. 


"We called a strike and we are being included under the National Security Law. 

But the treasury minister hijacks a plane, the police beat workers waiting in line 
to buy beans and no one says anything. This is evidence that for us workers there 
is only the right to have duties, and not the right to have rights." 


The national president of the PT also said that "the government will need more 
courage: it is going to have to seize and kill people, because as long as we are 
free we will be at the gates of the factories, shouting until they hear us. Great 
endurance will be needed for the government to overcome the people." Further he 
asserted his confidence that the PT will be registered by the Supreme Electoral 
Court, and he predicted: "We will be a legal party and we will further win control 
of the government of this country, because the working clase is the majority and 
cannot be governed by those who represent minority classes." 
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The gathering yesterday was inaugurated with a statement by the CBA [Brazilian 
Amnesty Committee) in Sao Paulo, and Lula's defense lawyer, Luis Eduardo Greenhalg. 
He spoke of the development of the trial and said that he believes it "does not 
affect juet the 13 trade-union members threatened with prosecution under the 
National Security Law, but rather all of those who are struggling in this country 
for peace, justice, democratic freedom and againet the National Security Law. 


"This time the military regime must understand that it is not by means of any 
national security law that the voices of hundreds of thousands of workers can be 
stopped," Luis Eduardo Greenhalg said. The next speaker, Expedito Soares Batista, 
one of the deposed officers, proposed and won approval for the launching of "a 
general strike in Sao Bernardo do Campo” on the day the trade-union members on 
trial are sentenced. He then recognized the difficulties in carrying out his 
proposal, but even so he said that “it will be carried out, to the extent that 


beginning tomorrow, workers, teachers, students and housewives undertake to 
popularize it." 


The prefect of Sao Bernardo do Campo, Tito Costa, said: "The time has come for 
Brazil to have a legal structure which serves the interests of the majority of its 
people, above all eliminating this evil National Security Law and allowing the 
worker to live and control his trade union, so that it can never again be turned 


over to a council or an interventor, who does not represent the interests of the 
workers."

PORTELLA DESCRIBES EDUCATION MINISTRY ROLE IN DEMOCRATIZATION 
Rio de Janeiro 0 GLOBO in Portuguese 26 Oct 80 p 6 


[Text] Brasilia--"I am a minister for democratic construction and I carry with me 
the inevitable misunderstanding of this campaign,” Minister Eduardo Portella told 
O GLOBO in an exclusive interview in an assessment of the role of the Ministry of 
Education and Cuiture (MEC) in the proposed more open approach. 


With this policy, according to the minister, it was necessary to undertake a 
democratic redefinition of the MEC, which he explains in these terms: 


"The democratic muscles of Brazilian education had stiffened due to lack of use or 
improper use. Without a democratic environment, education and culture will never 
flourish. They may grow or swell self-destructively, denying their very identity. 
These forms can never replace the liberation and development of man. 


"To carry out this democratic redefinition,” the minister said, “we had to reject 
the perverse Manichaeism which ate away the unhealthy tissue of the weakest part 
of the Brazilian intellectual sector. It only understood and accepted exclusive 
relationships. There is no room for confluence and consensus--which is not the 
same as unanimity--for this or that. They are troglodytes, feeding on the constant 
elimination of others." 


An I: “o.al Block 


"I am AUng of this irrational block in terms of which the right wing and the 
left winy,, both increasingly hysterical, resemble each other and blend together. 

I am a minister for democratic construction and I carry with me the inevitable mis- 
understanding of this fanaticism-plagued era. However I prefer to rum all the risks 
of the present to making the choice of the easy path or flight by means of which 
mere spectators ensure their private and harmless peace. I prefer to be here 
rather than to join those who throw stones, those who never dirty their hands or 
their clothes in the hard and difficult construction of Brazilian society. 


"I do not believe in authoritarian or despotic solutions. Violence was not an 


absolute revolutionary value, carrying within itself its own legitimacy. There- 
fore I am tolerant, I believe in others and in the founding function of negotiation. 
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"The teachers and students are the supports of national construction, along this 
two-way road on which teaching and learning are the firm terms of a single 
equation. My tolerance is a constructive tolerance, and whomever it may displease, 
as long as | have legs I will travel that path. 


"The greater the obstacles and the threats made along the democratic path, the more 
intense and tireless our work must be. The transition contains within it dis- 
couraging contradictions. But it is essential not to be discouraged." 


At the Discussion Table 


As a concrete expression of the democratic redefinition of the MEC, the minister of 
education mentions discussion first of all. 


"We are issuing an implicit or explicit invitation to dialog. The main subjects 
of education and culture have been placed freely on the discussion table. This is 
already a service rendered. The MEC makes no sense if it is not a democratic in- 
stitution.” 


In the order and terms set forth by Minister Eduardo Portella, other undertakings 
which will implement the democratic project include: 


1. A priority balance, requiring "the strengthening of the basic structures with 
pre-vocational training on the first level and actual vocational training on the 
second, without forgetting the link with the pre-school phase." 


2. Target population: "This should be the most needy, the neglected regions, the 
rural zones, the neglected urban outskirts. Here the MEC regains its true social 
function." 


3. Decentralization of the administrative system, beginning with the conversion 
of the regional offices into state ones (which will mean that each state has its 
own office) and a link with the Ministry of Debureaucratization with a view to 
"a series of measures to remove major obstructions." 


4. Prior consultation with the communities involved in each decision, a "innovative 
practice deliberately pursued to the extreme limit of the law.” 


5. Mobilization of informal educational mechanisms, above all the vehicles of mass 
education “in a broad plan to democratize culture.” 


6. "The university must emerge from its traditional isolation to establish trans- 
forming cooperation with first- and second-level education, either through the 
revision of basic intermediate degree requirements, or through extension work." 


7. “The scientific research policy must be oriented toward the specific demands 
of national development." 


8. "The curricular structure must move away from the abstraction of the past and 
seek living content, with the obvious intention of bringing education closer to 
daily life." 
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The Next Stage 


Attributing a preponderant role in the social aspects of the policy of more open 
approach to education, Minister Eduardo Portella said that in defining the stage or 
atagee to come, it ie necessary to begin with the fact that economic Brazil and 
social Brazil are far from being unified areas. 


"I even believe that President Joao Pigueiredo's great task, for which he has two 
irreplaceable requiremente--economic objectivity and social purpose--will be to 
promote thie historic reconciliation. 


"The prevailing economic picture, aggravated at all times by external disturbances, 
hae not allowed use to meet the social demands of education. Compensation for 
teachers, skilled and special public employees, remain blatantly unjust, inter- 
fering with the greater effort to raise the level of education. 


“In any case,” Portella concluded, “the participational education carried out by 
the MEC, with ite stress on regionalization, in the area ranging from the socially 
oriented universities to the planning of ecologically sound diets for school 
nutrition reveal a program which is simultaneously redistributed and improvement - 
oriented, in the certainty that, deprived of quality, social mobility or 
advancement will be nothing but a hoax giving the diploma an unhealthy allure.”

EMPLOYMENT IN MAJOR URBAN CENTERS DECLINES 
Sao Paulo FOLH/ DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 24 Oct 80 p 27 


[Text] Brasilia--The total employment figure for 5 of the 10 main urban centers in 
the country declined in the month of Auguet this year, taking the month of July as 
a base. The index was down 0.32 percent in Sao Panlo, 0.56 percent in Rio de 
Janeiro, 0.05 percent in Salvador, 0.62 percent in Fortaleza, and 0.16 percent in 
Belem. The greatest increase was seen in Recife, with a figure of 0.76 percent. 


These figures were released yesterday by the Ministcy of Labor, based on a survey 
made by the National Employment System (SINE) in 7,052 enterprises, covering «4 
total of 3,770,000 employees, located in the 10 main urban centers of the country. 
The study covered enterprises with more than 50 employees in the industry, civil 
conetruction, trade and services sectors. 


Industry showed a drop in available employment in 7 of the 10 regione studied: 

the indices declined by 0.55 percent in Sao Paulo, 1.50 percent in Rio de Janeiro, 
0.34 percent in Belo Horizonte, 0.41 percent in Porto Alegre, 9.5) percent in 
Curitiba, 0.35 percent in Salvador, and 0.76 percent in Belen. 


The civil construction sector was another which showed a decline in available jobs 
in 7 of the 10 urban centers studied, with declines as follows: 0.80 percent in 
Rio de Janeiro, 1.67 in Curitiba, 0.69 in Porto Alegre, 0.22 in Brasilia, 0.08 in 
Recife, 2.38 in Salvador and 3.27 in Portaleza (the largest decline noted). 


Trade and services were the only sectors in which employment available was up in 

6 of the 10 metropolitan regions, thus showing a decline in 4 others. The greatest 
increase in t-ade activities was seen in Recife, with 1.13 percent, followed by 
1.11 percent for Curitiba, 0.92 percent for Belem, 0.41 percent for Sao Paulo, 
0.13 percent for Rio de Janeiro, and 0.06 percent for Belo Horizonte. The employ- 
ment available in services was up by 1.65 percent in Porto Alegre, 1.23 percent in 
Salvador, 1.19 percent in Recife, 1.09 percent in Belo Horizonte, 0.73 percent in 
Curitiba, and 0.34 percent in Brasilia. 


in comparison to August 1979, moreover, 7 of the metropolitan regions showed an 
increase in the overall employment available. Salvador led the increase in job 
offers with 6.09 percent, followed by Porto Alegre with 5.38 percent, Belo Horizonte 
with 5.63 percent, Recife with 4.22 percent, Salvador with 2.18 percent, Brasilia 
with 0.59 percent, and finally Sao Paulo with 0.74 percent. The greatest decline 








in employment available during the period under consideration was seen in Salvador, 
down 2.07? percent, followed by Rio de Janeiro, with a decline of 0.14 percent and 
Curitiba with a decline of 0.1) percent. 


Turnover 


Job turnover in Sao Paulo dropped from 3.2 percent in July to 3.0 percent in 
Auguet, for the overall index. The decline in job turnover in Belo Horizonte was 
from 3.8 to 3.3 percent, with 3.6 to 3.3 percent for Rio de Janeiro, 4.1 to 4.0 
percent for Recife, and 5.8 to 3.9 percent for Brasilia. The turnover index in- 
creased from 5.2 in July to 5.7 percent in August in Belem, 4.6 to 4.7 percent in 
Fortaleza, 4.4 to 4.9 percent in Salvador, and 4.5 to 4.6 percent in Curitiba, 
with the figure remaining stable at 4.9 percent for Porto Alegre. 


The traditional high turnover in the civil construction sector was maintained, 
with rates ranging from 13.6 percent for Porto Alegre to 8.4 percent for Rio de 
Janeiro in the month of August, both lower than the figures for both localities in 
the month of July. The lowest average turnover index in all the capitals studied 
was seen in the service sector, ranging from 3.5 percent in Belem to 2.2 percent 
in Rio de Janeiro, Brasilia and Fortaleza for the sonth of August.

PAPER FORESEES PRAGMATIC REAGAN POREIGN POLICY

[Editorial: “Reagan's Foreign Policy") 


{[Text) The firet statements by U.S. President-Elect Ronald Reagan on foreign 
relations imply the acknowledgement that during recent times a deterioration of 

the friendly relations with nations of the hemisphere has deliberately been 
permitted. They also imply his determination to change Washington's attitude toward 
the continent. 


He said: "We are going to make efforts to formulate bilateral agreemente with 
the peoples of the Americas, so that the North, Central and South American peoples 
can be united in their determination to be free.” 


The wish to create bilateral fronts in defense of free world values can be better 
understood within the context of the general philosophy which the new president 
intends to apply to the foreign relations of his administration. Even though it 
is true that it is not easy to find concrete references to international problem 
in Reagan's speeches and writings during the campaign, it is possible to discern 
certain guidelines regarding his intentions. 


The essence of his vision of foreign policy seems to be the conviction that the 
Soviet Union, which is considered to be a not very trustworthy country, represents 
a permanent threat to the survival of the West, since the Soviet Union is the only 
one responsible for many of the tensions in the world today. Thus it sust be a 
priority for the U.S. Government to oppose Soviet expansion in the world. First, 
it would be necessary to markedly improve the defensive capability and the military 
effectiveness of the United States. Second, it is necessary to establish alliances 
with those nations of the world that fear Soviet expansionisn. 


Based on the above, in his first speech as president-elect, while recognizing the 
fundamental values of the concept of human rights, Reagan made it clear that a 
coherent policy on this matter could not mean the total subordination of U.S. 
foreign policy to human rights. 


Therefore, in his political program during the elections he stated that the Latin 
American, African and eastern countries would not be judged on their internal 
policies, but on their attitudes toward the United States. The same electoral 
platform specified that financial and military aid would be subject to the interests 
of U.S. foreign policy. 
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Hie opposition to the subversion and violence exported by Cuba and Moscow should 
be understood in the same way, including hie declared determination to ‘abstain 
from granting aid to any Marxiet government of the hemisphere,” including Nicaragua. 


It te possible to discern that, without Reagan's presidency marking a radical 
change in U.S. foreign policy--eince there will always be strong elements of 
continuity--a new climate will preside over the international relations of that 
great power, and that they will be guided by practical considerations, the defense 
of the economic and gepolitical interests of the United States and the determina~ 
tion to reetore the image and the reality of the Urited States.

"REGIME IDEOLOGIST' RESPONDS TO CRITICISM OF PLEBISCITE

{Interview with ‘regime ideologist' Eduard Boetsch by Rosario Guzman E£. ] 


(Text) He is not 4 man who likes to grant interviews. He prefers, rather, to 
remain behind the scenes--directing the performance, often--staying off the stage. 
However, when circumstances require it, he enters the arena, lance at the ready, 
and assails his adversary mercilessly. 


Several days ago, representatives of the former Christian Democratic Party [PDC] 
hurled a number of charges denouncing what--in their opinion--had been an assault 
on the “integrity” of the plebiscite that took place recently in our country. 


ERCILLA considered it appropriate to seek out a man who, while occupying no offi- 
cial post, is deemed one of the present regime's most important theorists. We 
found a Boetsch who, without mincing words, answered all the questions we put to 
him. 


Married, with five children, a civil engineer, 59 years old, the alumnus of the 
German School and the University of Chile is credited with having been the prin- 
cipal impetus behind Jorge Alessandri's second candidacy, with having participated 
actively in the civic movement that laid the groundwork for Allende's overthrow, 
and also with having been one of the forces behind the National Consultation in 
1978. 


He compares politics with oceanography. He says that the sea's mysteries cannot 
be uncovered through observation of the waves or storms. It is the major sea 
currents that determine the flora, the fauna and even the climate of surrounding 
regions. 


"In politics,” he says, “the same is true: What matters is the currents of opinion.” 
"Frei," he continues, “is important to the extent that he interprets the Christian 
Democrats and their sympathizers. The cardinal is important to the extent that 

he leads the Catholics.” 


He is troubled by the tendency of "the demagogs to seek social equality and happi- 
ness on the basis of distribution of the wealth and plunder. The glory of the 


52 














creation lies in diversity.” He asserts that human beings were created different, 
with different aptitudes: “Thus, there are great artisete, and there are great busi- 
nesamen, who naturally are great earners of money.” 


In his opinion, "A Ford has done more for his people's welfare than a thousand 
left-wing politicians combined. The latter devote themselves to pointing out 
that the workers earn little and that goods are sold at high prices." He wonders: 


"If they really want to do samething useful for the needy, why don't they get to- 
gether and start a business that pays better wages and sells at lower prices?" 


It is a subject that stirs his feelings, and he becomes animated when speaking of 
it. He asserts that none of the important things in life can be bought with 
money: “not happiness or love or the life of a child.” Consequently, the idea of 
equalizing all human beings, having all of them earn the same, strikes him as an 
aberration. 





“And when this view is supported by priests, I see a rebellion against the divine 
order, for God made men different. There are blind people, there are the insane, 
the deformed and the evil, and there are also beings endowed with talent, beauty 
and kindness. Would they all become equal if they earned the same amount?" 


Cardinal in the Dock 


Passionate, energetic and spontaneous, he spews forth--like a torrent--everything 
he is feeling and thinking at the moment. He suddenly stops after what he has 
said to make eure that he has not gone farther than even he would wish. He 
anewers, attacks, “tones down,” analyzes and finally gives approval to the product 
fabricated earlier. 


(Question) What have you thought of the charges coming from opposition groups 
concerning possible irregularities in the plebiscite held recently in our 
country?” 


[Anewer) First of all, it should be noted that the plebiscite was condemned 
abroad long before it was held by people who know nothing about Chile. The same 
was done here, in advance, by the same people who customarily join in the chorus 
of international censure. 


Moreover, I think the opposition is consistently saying things that do not reflect 
reality or that are manifestly contrary to people's views, including those of their 
own followers. 

[Question] Whom are you referring to, specifically? 

[Anewer) Both some former political parties and the Church hierarchy. 


[Question] What do you have against the Church hierarchy, with whom you often do 
battle in public? 


‘Answer) For many years the hierarchy had not ventured an opinion on any political 
issue in our country. The present cardinal, as well as the Santiago Church, had 
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never done it. Not during Jorge Aleasandri's administration, nor during Prei's 
nor Allende's. However, under this government not a single measure has been adopt- 
ed without criticiam from the hierarchy. 


{Question) Why do you think this is happening? 


[Anewer) It's inexplicable, for what it says is clearly contrary to the thinking 
of most Catholics, and, at other times, contrary to the truth. 


{Question) Could you cite a specific instance? 


[Anewer) Of course, plenty. For example, when Monsignor Santos said that the 
Christian Democrats had been charged an exorbitant eum for time on Channel 13 
during the period preceding the plebiscite, which was completely disproved by 
the director of that channel and, later, by Rector Swett. Or when the cardinal 
asserted that the Church in Chile is persecuted. Or when Bishop Camus declared 
that the Allende government's abuses couldn't be compared with those of the pre- 
sent one. And I could give you many more. 


[Question] For what purpose do you think the Chureh hierarchy could be inventing 
these charges? 


[Anewer) The truth is that there's no choice but to conclude that they aren't 
doing it to be believed here in Chile, but rather to appear abroad as victins 
and thus obtain the material resources needed to carry out their plans. 


Staring into space, he wonders aloud, somewhat abstractedly, “Don't they realize 
the enormous harm they're doing to Chile? Let's not forget, and it has been said 
often, that the Marxist campaign against Chile wouldn't have been so successful 
if it hadn't been endorsed by the PDC and the Church of Santiago.” 


"No one in the world,” he concludes, “condemns us because of what the communists 
say. On the other hand, they do condemn us on the basis of what those politicians 
and prelates I mentioned say.” 


Feeb lemindedness 


Returning to the subject of the plebiscite, ERCILLA pointed out that he had spoken 
of condemnation “in advance,” but it should be noted that the PDC's charges had 
been issued “afterward.” For instance, there was that cencerning the obvious 
--and inexplicable, according to them--decrease in the number of those not voting 
in comparison with previous balloting. 


"First of all, I want to tell you that I think criticisms of the document show 
feeblemindedness. The point about failure to vote that you've brought up strikes 
me as grotesque. If everyone could vote at any polling place in the country, 

it obviously was much easier to cast a vote, and thus there should have been an 
extremely small number who failed to do so.” 


[Question] What about the lack of registers of voters? 
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‘Anewer) Oh, come on! The voter registers were used to perpetrate the biggest 
frauds with the most serious consequences ever seen in Chile. At least, in 1970 
they were even used to snatch victory away from Jorge Alessandri. 


"They were used for multiple registrations,” he eaya@ angrily, “for the removal of 
names of opposition voters, through the use of party affiliation lists; for re- 

placement of people; for voting by dead people. All of this was seen in the 1970 
fraud, which was denounced by--among others--the Christian Democrats themselves." 


He concludes, emphatically, "The identity card is perfectly valid for voting, and 
it should always be done with it." 


[Question) What do you have to say about a 14 percent increase in voters in com- 
parison with tne balloting of 4 January, 2 years ago, a percentage which, in the 
opinion of those leveling the charges, does not correspond to the recorded in- 
crease in population? 


[Anewer) 1 don't know if that's true. I don't have the exact figures concerning 
that, and thus I can't answer your question. In any case, I think it's appropriate 
to point out that the increase in voters over the 1976 balloting isn't strange. 
That vote wes organized in a very short time, and, moreover, in this instance the 
people have expressed their views on matters of vital importance to then. 


[Question] in your opinion, did both groups--opposition and government--have the 
game opportunity to publicize their ideas? 


At thas point in the conversation, Boetsch did not conceal his irritation. He 
seaned to be repelled by “such hypocrisy that moves those who yesterday committed 
monstrous irregularities to get so upset.” 


Two Great Losers 


He sits back in his leather chair, opens his eyes very wide and says, "Why don't 
you ask them what National Television did during the Frei administration to show 
the gathering of Jorge Alessandri's supporters at the Mapocho station? It was 
shameful. They misled the public in the most disgraceful manner imaginable. 


[Question) But that merely proves that they acted very badly. 


fAnswer) And therefore they have no moral right to say anything. And that isn't 
all: This time, they used every means at their disposal to spread their ideas. 
This time, National Television didn't pull the dirty trick that they did. The 
people aren't stupid. All Chileans know in their hearts that they voted freely 
and that they had all the information they wanted. Now, if these gentlemen think 
the people are governed by slogans, they have a low opinion of our people. 


(Question) Do you think there have been losers in the plebiscite? 
[Anewer) Yes, I think there were two big losers: Prei and the cardinal. Frei, be- 


cause he came out in the Caupolican as a tool of communiam and was abandoned by 
the body of Christian Democrats. The cardinal and the Catholic Church of Santiago, 
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because if 80 percent of the population is Catholic, what percentage of them is 
following their cardinal? 


[Question] Are you a Catholic? 


Answer) Yes, and I consider myself a part of that vast majority of them that 
feels totally free to make a decision, with a clear conscience, regarding any 
problem that might arise without feeling constrained by the Church leaders’ 
political opinions. 


He breaks the thread of the discussion to point out that, in his opinion, it is 
irrefutable proof of the integrity of the plebiscite: 


“The results of the plebiscite agree fully with what the polls said, which indi- 
cates that there was no manipulation of any sort. At 1500 hours on 11 September, 
the Gallup firm gave the percentages for Santiago, and they coincided almost per- 
fectly with the results.” 


One of the events that undoubtedly surprised the public most at that time was the 
resignation from the Council of State by former President Jorge Alessandri on 

12 September. Eduardo Boetsch had accompanied the former head of state to the 
polls on the day of the plebiscite, asserting publicly that Alessandri had voted 
"Yes" and that he wanted the citizenry to adopt that position. 


[Question] Then how do you explain his resignation on the day following the 
plebiscite? 


[Answer) Don Jorge resigned the chairmanship of the Council of State on 12 August, 
but did not renounce the Council of State, as people have said. It suffices to 
read the text of the constitution presented by him and the one approved by the 
Ruling Junta and submitted for the plebiscite to understand his well-founded 
reasons for resigning. 


Becauseofthe brevity of our subject's answer, ERCILLA attempted to go farther: 


[Question] Did it happen that Jorge Alessandri--because of his republican tradition 
and his experience as president of the republic--could not accept implantation of 
the concept of a military government in the Chilean Constitution through the con- 
firmation in office of the commanders-in-chief for 4 years? Could that be the 
reason for his resignation? 


[Answer] Ask him that. 


Turning to an entirely different subject, we asked him his opinion of the Civic- 
Military Movement, which representatives of the so-called “hardliners” in the 
government have asserted should be a political movement. 


"I don't think that the president has ever even hinted at creating an official 
political movement or a single government party, which would amount to the same 
thing. An official party is obviously a fascist party, and Chile is not a fascist 
country. 
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[Question] What do you think of those here who say that Minister Sergio Fernandez 
has "fulfilled what was required of him"? 


[Anewer) Fernandez has proven to be a great minister of the interior. He has had 
to deal with very serious problems, and he has solved them with notable sound judg- 


ment, patience ar skill. A person with all his capabilities has much more to do 
for Chile. His daeparture from the government would be an irreparable loss and 


an unforgivable mistake.

PROSPECTS OF LABOR MOVEMENT EXAMINED

fActicle by Jaime Ruiz-Tagle P.: “Outlook for Chilean Trade Unionism/ 


/Text/ The new constitution which was submitted to a plebiscite establishes a 
timetable for the installation of a “protected democracy" but it will come some 
time in the distant future. However, changes that might occur in Chilean society 
do not necessarily depend on decrees or law, regardléss of whether they are 
ratified by plebiscite or not, rather they might arise from the vitality of the 
social movements within it. The worker and peasant wevements, the shantytown, 
student and cultural movements are ultimately the ones which will determine Chile's 
future. This is why, as a new phase in our national life is @out to begin, it is 
a good time to look at the existing trade union situation in Chile which forms the 
foundation of the labor movement.! 


In a previous article? we said that a new situation exists in Chile and that social 
forces should play a role in it. Within this new setting the classes confront 

each other directly without having to go through government mediation. And we said 
that these confrontations were isolated, not related so that they could not be 
interpreted as the action of a labor movement as such. In this article we would 
like to appraise that statement and inquire to what extent we are seeing a 
resurgence of this social movement. We will limit this inquiry to the urban sector 
and leave the agrarian sector for yet another analysis. 


Organized Workers 


There are no current data available on how many workers belong to unions since 1977 
was the last time the Labor Directorate issued any figures. The value of these 
figures is limited because they do not indicate the degree of activity and because 
union activity was partially paralyzed during the 1973-1979 period (collective 
bargaining suspended, elections banneu, limits on meetings and so forth). Hovever, 
available data are important because they show the potential strength of trade 
unionism as we begin a period of greater activity. 


In 1977, 709,436 workers belonged to unions in the cities or 32.3 percent of employed 
workers which is a high percentage. What is more in the production of goods 

sector (mining, agriculture, construction) trade union members accounted for two- 
thirds of employed workers. Workers from the industrial and mining sectors alone 
account for over half of union membership. So that in addition to their strategic 
importance, which has been historically proved, we have their numerical importance. 
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On the other hand, it is a good idea to study union membership based on type of 
union since the vitality of the “industrial” unions (or plant unions of blue- 
collar workers) has been greater traditionally than that of the professional 

unions (composed mostly of white-collar workers). "Industrial" union members 
represent approximately one-third of the total and are composed primarily of 
industrial workers and miners. In the services sector, obviously, the professional 
unions predominate. 


Lastly, it is worthwhile to point out that in 1977 there were 1,816 industrial 
unions with an average of 124 members and 4,141 professional unions with an 
average of 117 members. The average size of the unions was small and this limited 
their ability to apply pressure and exert influence. 


On the eve of the Labor Plan's implementation (2 July 1979), the Labor Directorate 
reported that there were 6,108 unions in existence, 151 more than in 1977. A year 
later, on 14 July 1980, the Directorate reported that 538 unions had been created. 
This means that since the Labor Plan went into effect the base of organized labor 
has expanded. Nevertheless, according to the same source, the new unions were 

very small with an average membership of 67.2 This leads us to conclude that the 
splintering of the trade union movement is intesifying as predicted when the Labor 
Plan was prepared. 


In short, a quick analysis of available figures shows that the number of Chilean 
trade union organizations is significant and they represent a high percentage 
of employed workers, especially in industry and mining. It also shows us that 

the "industrial" unions (blue collar) are not ina majority. Only in industry 

and mining do they represent over half of organized labor.” We also found that 
there has been an increase in the number of unions created since the Labor Plan 
went into effect, but these are small and weak unions. 


Labor Union Elections 


Information on union membership gives us an idea about the compogition of 
Chilean trade unionism. A study of some elections results will enable us to 
identify it even further and at the same time, identify its opponents. 


As is Known, at the end of October 1978, union_elections were held in the private 
industry sector under government supervision. The union members could not 
select candidates and the incumbent officials as well as anyone with a "political 
history” could not run for office. This was an attempt to remove ideology from 
the union movement and prevent its reunification.® According to available 
information, elections were held in a little over one-third of the unions. 
Despite government restrictions, those who were in the opposition (over half) won 
and many were leftist sympathizers. The remainder were independents who did aot 
support the government. This seems to indicate that traditional ideological 
beliefs still remain at the core of the union movement along class lines and 
there is no likelihood that there will be “vertical” integration into the system. 


The union leaders elected in October 1978 will serve for 4 years until 1982. 
Those unions which did not hgld elections in 1978 have been holding elections 
according to the Labor Plan. The elections are held without candidates. This 
is an attempt to prevent candidates from representing specific programs and 
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and certain ideological options. An effort is being made to remove ideology and 
politics from the unions so that their activities are limited to benefit and wage 


demands within each company. 


There still isn't complete information available on the elections which have been 
held, but certain trends have emerged from available data. The elections have 
confirmed former leaders in their posts except where the nominees were chosen by 
the government (or when an effort specifically was made to change the leadership). 
The following table shows election results based on the ideology of the leaders.

We can see that the government has meaningful support only in a few unions in the 
financial and services sectors (State Bank and Channel 13 TV) and that in other 
sectors its strength is minimal or nonexistent. 


The ideology of the elected leaders shows that the government's efforts to 
eliminate ideology from the trade union movement has not been successful thus far. 
Although many workers have been affected by the government's propaganda against 
“politicians,” at election time they vote for leaders who hold clear ideological 
and political positions. This shows once more that the trade union movement 
needs political "intercession" to influence solutions to social problems which 
affect the workers living and work conditions.

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In general it could said that the larger or smaller increases have depended 

on the structural saracteristics or opportunit'es existing within each sector of 
the economy. In other words, the action of the unions would have an effect only 
within a complete social framework which included the economic, legal and political 
elements. 


According to available information, the strikes did not have a significant impact 
on the outeome of the negotiations. In facet the strikes decreased as negotiations 
progressed through various stages until by the ninth and final session there were 
none. The decline in the number of strikes resulted from the workers awareness 
that the strikes were useless as a form of pressure. Reality confirmed the 
conclusions of experts who studied the Labor Plan. 


At the organizational level, '2@ by limiting collective bargaining to Dusiness and 
because of the closed political system, the large union organizations had difficulty 
in redefining their roles. Prior to this their role was to act as mediator between 
the workers and the government. Today they have tried to establish platforms for 
sectorial or national struggles but with little success except in a few instances. 
The difficulty in redefining their role has been agravated by the ideological 
differences among the leadership organizations which are no strangérs to the 
establishment of different kinds of ties with the world trade union govement. 


On the other hand, the implementation of the Labor Plan and of collective 
bargaining has led to a revitalization of an organized labor base. And this 

new life stems from the real interests of the labor base which implies that union 
activities are becoming more democratic. There has always been great unity at the 
base level and proof of this lies in the fact that several different unions have 
not been organized within the same production sector even though the Labor Plan 
makes it easy to do so. Frequently, even when several unions exist within one 
company or firm, they have gone to the bargaining table as one. Nevertheless, 
the reactivation of the organized labor base has come face to face with the 
limitations imposed by the legal-political framework: the lack of a mediator who 
can take their demands to the nation. 


More specificaliy, the frustration over the meager results of the bargaining 
sessions and the fear of layoffs can lead to discouragement and demobilization. 
However, awareness of institutionalized repression and of staring a common class 
interest might be the nucleus of new forms of struggle by which the workers can 
defend their legitimate rights. 


From a political point of view, while it can be said that the government was 
successful in “involving” the workers in the Labor Plan (thereby avoiding an 
international boycott), it failed in its effort to break or splinter the labor 
union movement. On the other hand, the limitations placed on collective bargain- 
ing have made the organized labor base aware that the workers’ lot cannot improve 
significantly without changes in the economic policys job security, protection 
of the nation's industry, social security controlled by the workers and so forth. 
In other words, the labor union movement is beginning to present its own 
political platform. 








There definitely are two movements. There is a reorientation of the labor movement 
towarde an organized labor base which makes it more democratic and there is 

the beginnings of “politicization of the Labor movement which is trying to give 
birth to some struggles and exert pressure on the government. This political 
activity will take place relatively independent of the parties and will be under 
the direction of the national organizations. 


if thie trend is consolidated, it would be a reversal of one of the most striking 
features of the labor movement since the 30's starting with the birth of 
accelerated induetrialigation. For the consolidation to occur, it will be 
necessary for the labor movement to find new and effective forms of struggle to 


use in the long process that has just begun.

CNI INTERCEPTS IMPRISONED MIR MEMBERS’ MESSAGES 
Santiago ERCILLA in Spanish 22 Oct 80 pp 10-11 


[Text] The old story of the wolf in sheep's clothing has apparently been repeated. 
Under the innocent wings of a “dove of peace" security officials have found two 
messages that seem to implicate two MIR [Movement of the Revolutionary Left) mem- 
bers being held in the Santiago Penitentiary in the three — bank robberies 
that took place on 28 July. 


On 7 October, as Liliana Contreras was saying goodbye to her husband Raul Lopez 
in the visitors’ area of tie “pen,” a prisoner whom she did not know asked her to 
take--as she had on other occasions--a bag containing nearly 30 handicraft items 
to the workshop department of the Vicariate of Solidarity. There, for some years, 
the prisoners' psoducts have been bought as a means of helping them financially. 


This time, though, the goods did not reach their destination. At the doors of the 
prison, National Intelligence Burean [CNI) personnel detained Liliana Contreras on 
finding in her handbag a wool-and-cardboard dove that contained the messages. 


lt was established that one of them had been written by Mario Munoz Espinoza, 
arrested on 8 September and charged with participation in attempts on three banks 
on Santa Elena Street last 28 July. In the message, addressed to the "leadership" 
of the MIR, Munoz reported on the activities of the members of his cell from April 
through July. The dates correspond precisely to those that could have witnessed 
preparations for the robberies. He spoke, for example, of quartering people in 
his house beginning on 26 July, during which time “Juan stood guard along with the 
others; he prepared meals. He saw no irons until Sunday, the 27th, when he took 
part in the simulation. The next day the comrades left. Juan listened to every- 
thing on the radio and left that day for the south.” 


"Juan" is the political name of Mario Munoz, and, in fact, the day of the assaults 
he apparently traveled to the south. 


The other message seized by the CNI had been written by the prisoner Eduardo Aran- 
cibia. Employing much more obvious language that involved no code words other than 
false names, he gave a detailed account of the day of the robberies: "I missed 
with my second shot, and the grenade didn't work as it should have (R-4 failed). 

I think it's another defect to overcome, for our war is always to continue until 
victory, but the weapons don't work.” 
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He said, too, that they could not use the "Vvietnamitas" againgt the van that was 
in front of the bank and that three of his companions were beneath the van which 
was ready to start. Besides offering “recommendations” about security to the 
MIR leadership, Arancibia stated that he felt like a “snake-in-the-grase" for 
having surrendered Mario Munoz’ houge. He also asked to continue as a member of 
the MIR, “which is the only thing that keeps me going as a revolutionary." 


In addition to these two documents, authorities confiscated a letter Arancibia was 
sending to relatives in which he sought to reassure them by saying he regretted 
his conduct and would never take part in MIR activities again once he was freed, 
for he considered a stage he had outgrown. 


"Unjustified Nervousness" 


on interrogation, the bearer of the messages said they were intended for “Patty” 
(Patricia Reyes, a Vicariate official). As a result, the Vicariate responded 
when the information appeared in a morning paper, expressing its confidence in 
the implicated official and casting doubt on the authenticity of the messages. 
It based the doubt on three facts: Arancibia was under arrest from 28 July to 

4 August and was free, having contact with MIR members, until 6 September, when 
he was arrested again; the prisoners in section five of the "pen" knew that 
work sent out had been inspected on various occasions by security officials; and 
the Vicariate has not one, but five, people in charge of accepting handicrafts, 
and thus a package intended for one of them could easily go astray. 


The Vicariate's position was interpreted by some media as a questioning of "the 
CNI story,” but CNI officials told ERCILLA that such a story does not exist, for 
it was not they who had publicized the messages: "We"--they said--"found the docu- 
ments and confined ourselves to sending the evidence to the military prosecutor 
and Minister Paillas, who have pressed charges against Munoz and Arancibia. They 
will have to institute proceedings, and, if grounds for prosecution are found, 

the documents should be used as proof in those proceedings.” 


As a matter of fact, the CNI freed Liliana Contreras at 10 o'clock because there 
were no charges, it has not arrested Patricia Reyes and has not lodged any sort 
of charge against the Vicariate or any of its employees. Therefore, to the CNI, 
the “nervousness in some circles” is unjustified, thus far.

ARMED FORCES ATTACK FARC IN URABA AREA 
Bogota EL ESPFCTADOR in Spanish 2! Oct 80 p 10-A 
[Article by Jose Guillermo Herrera) 


(Text) Medellin, 20 Oct--In the biggest antiguerrilla operation planned for 
the western part of the country, 10, 000 Air Force, Navy and Marine Corps troops 
have begun to gain ground inthe vast Uraba wilderness, with their sights set on 
the columns of the fifth front of the Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC), which are concentrated in this jungle zone. 


The wideranging military operation was supported this weekend by units 
quartered and amassed in the Middle Magdalena section of Antioquia, which is 
linked through a mountainous, hard-to-reach area with the western part of 
Antioquia. 


Firet Captures 


Preliminary reports on the operation, which was scheduled to begin several 
weeks ago but had to be postponed because of the conflict that arose in the 

El Pato region with settlers who left their lands to avoid being the target of 
bombings. indicate that so far four alleged members or liaisons of the FARC 
have been captured, including the leader of the Democratic Front, Conrado Perez. 


According to the accounts received today, the operation began on the coast of 
Antioquia, in the port of Turbo, and by establishing military poste and 
reserve stations, the troops are making headway into the mountainous jungle 
zone that serves as a haven for one of the most aggressive FARC fronts. 


Troop movements suggest that the drive into the jungle region is beginning in 

the village of Currulao, in the district of Turbo, which has been the focus of 
several guerrilla raide that have left several police agents, army troops and 

civilians dead. 


Fear of Bombings 


A committee of councilmen from Apartado, which is 12 hours from this capital 
over land, cautioned today that there is uncertainty among the civilian 
population and asserted that if the same tactics are used as in El Pato, army 
bombings would force hundreds of settlers in the region to abandon their lands. 
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The Apartado town council representatives said today that #o many troops have 
been deployed throughout the western part of the country that at least 500 
poste have been set up in towne, dietricte and locations that inhabitants 
have to pase through. 


Combined Forces 
The 'Voltigeros" Battalion, the largest and best equipped in the Uraba region, 


has been receiving reinforcements in recent daye from the Colombia, Junin and 
Bombona tactical units, ae well ase from naval and airborne forces. 





The councilmen who cautioned about the operation asserted that the population 
there has become aware of paratrooper methods and the organization of navy 
personnel stationed in Turbo, who will be moving into the interior of the 
region along the Atrato and San Juan rivers. 


The most important of the many military posts set up in the region are the ones 
in Puerto Lleras, Pavarando, San Pedro, Arboletes, Pueblo Bello, Bejuquillo, El 
Gas and Los Mandarinos, which have between 200 and 600 troops. 


There is also a mobile post for special missions that ie off by iteelf in 
Bejuquillo in the district of Mutate. 


Psychological Efforts 


Although the drive against the fifth front of the FARC was scheduled to begin 
a few days after the offensive staged in El Pato, the conflict prompted with 
hundreds of settlers who marched to Neiva to protest the bombings caused ite 
delay until last weekend. 


To prevent this from happening again (since there a thousands of settlers 
throughout the Uraba region), the command of the Fourth Brigade, in conjunction 
with high-level national defense commands, prepared and implemented a program 
for better relations with the civilian population; this consisted of helicopter 
drops of leaflets explaining the activities of guerrillas and their impact on 
peace and tranquility among citizens. 


Over the past week, several helicopters from the military forces assigned to the 
operation in Uraba dropped a series of leaflets concerning the antiguerrilla 
drive on the municipalities of Turbo, Apartado, Chigorodo and Muteta, including 
their most heavily populated districts and precincts. 


Letter From e Former Guerrilla 


Another new twist to the operation in Uraba was the presentation to the mass 
media of an open letter signed by an alleged former member of the fifth FARC 
front in which he calls on his former colleagues to put down their arms and 
accept the demands of life in society. 
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One of the leaflets picked up in the western part of Antioquia warns the civilian 
population that if they come across a warning to “abandon the area in 8 days,” 
they should realize that thie a FARC threat. 


Landazabal Trip 

Army Commander Gen Fernando Landazabal Reyes visited this capitel and the Uraba 
and Middle Magdalena regions recently to get the latest details on the wide~ 
ranging antiguerrilla drive. 


The army commander plans to visit thie area again in 2 weeks, at which time the 
preliminary results of the operation will surely be in.

JUDGES CONCERNED ABOUT THREAT FROM CRIMINAL ELEMENT 
Judges Demand Weapons

[Text] Medellin, 24 Oct--Spokesman for the judiciary today asked for 

Security Council, which was meeting in this capital under the chairmanship of 
Government Minister German Zea Hernandez, to provide judges and magistrates with 
weapons to confront criminals. 


Defense Minister Gen Luis Carlos Camacho Leyva agreed with the request, 
describing it as an “acceptable security measure."' He noted, nevertheless, 
that the central government would have to think over its decision. 


The request of the judges and magistrates, which is unprecedented in the 
country's history, was conveyed to the governor of Antioquia, Alvaro Villegas 
Moreno, during a meeting prior to the opening of the Security Council, which 
took place at 1100 hours at the headquarters of the Fourth Brigade. 


According to the governor, they also demanded greater surveillance in courts an! 
tribunals, searches of persons entering the buildings housing their offices and 
open courts, special protection for threatened officials, decent furnishings 

for their courts, life pensions for the family members of slain judges and an 
end to the government's campaign of slander against judges, whom it has 

potrayed to the country as dishonest individuals given to corrupt practices and 
bribery. 


The National Security Council meeting was held at the facilities of the Fourth 
Brigade west of Medellin, while judges and magistrates marched silently through 
the main streets of the capital of Antioquia with flags at half mast. 


The ministers and security chiefs had a working lunch between 1100 and 1400 
hours. 


They later met with members of the judiciary and representatives of various 
Antioquia trade unions. 
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The sectional head of DAS [Administrative Department of Security], Col Francisco 
Martinez, and the commander of the Antioquia Police, Col Hector Valderrama 
Ocampo, submitted a etatistical report on crime in Medellin. 


Those attending were surprised that crime in this capital city, the site of 
sensational alayings, was down thie year from 1979, 


Over the first 10 months of the year, 100 persons have been murdered, and over 
the last 33 mouths the victimes of criminals with motor vehicles totals 1,044. 


Camacho Leyva Comments 


Defense Minister Gen Luis Carlos Camacho Leyva accepted the request of the 
judges to be allowed to carry arms to defend themselves against drug trafficking 
gange. He said that he thought it was acceptable for judges to carry weapons 

ae a security measure but that this would have to be decided on by the central 
government. 


Gen Camacho Leyva again defended the Security Statute and said that the recent 
aasassination of a woman judge was abominable but did not show that the drastic 
steps that the government has taken to crack down on crime had failed. 


lie atated that the Armed Forces were prepared to serve the country in every 
area in which they are called upon, including drug trafficking. 


He recalled that in recent months since the army has gotten involved in the 
battle againat druge on the Atlantic coast, it has succeeded in confiscating 
large amounts of cocaine and marihuana, as well as aircraft, ships and automotive 
vehicles. 


The minister referred to a request submitted to the government this week by 
Antioquia attorneys, who asked that investigations into drug trafficking be 
handled and ruled on by military criminal justice. 


No Reason for Alarm 


Government Minister German Zea Hernandez, who presided over the National 
Security Council, stated that although developments in Medellin have been 
touchy, there is no reason for alarm inasmuch as the police, security agencies 
and the army are prepared to guarantee the honor, lives and property of 
citizens, in keeping with the constitution. He announced, nevertheless, that 
security measures would be taken over the next few hours. 


The nation's attorney general, Guillermo Gonzalez Charry, reported on the 
appointment of several inspectors to monitor trials and asserted that the 
Judicial Police would try to clear up not only the crimes of the two judges 
but other recent events here as well. 


The head of the Public Ministry downplayed the resignations submitted by members 
of the judiciary, saying that they were formalities more than anything else.

PLN YOUTH LEADER REFUTES CHARGE OF NEGOTLATING WITH COMMUNISTS

(Text) The candidate of the National Liberation Party (PLN) for the presidency, 
Luis Alberto Monge, had held his post for fewer than 180 days when he gave a major 
apeech ovotlining the path of his party with regard to communism and the extreme 
right wing. The itberation leader zealously hastened to announce that his party 
would not deal either with the communists or the conservatives, whom it regards as 
the most dangerous adversaries of the party sovement and democracy in Costa Rica. 


Already before hie address, reports had begun to circulate about presumed 
negotiations by PLN youth leaders with the communists. The concern that these 
agreements might be in progress was shared by some of the older liberation leaders, 
who demanded clarification by the candidate, possibly to dispel doubte and the 
accumulating tears. The agreements which might have been developing through comp1li- 
cated alliances were apparently aborted. In these flirtations, if such existed, 
there was always mention of Deputy Marcelo Prieto, and in the phrase used by some, 
“Prietocommunism.' Many believe that there suet have been some kind of alliances. 
Otherwise, what was the point in a warning against them? Meanwhile, 

Deputy Marcelo Prieto, the highest leader of the PLN youth, expressed the view in 
this interview that Prietocomnmunism is a clear plot to discredit him personally 
along with the sectors he represents. The interview follows. 


‘Question Who in the PLN, in your view, attempted to arrange alliances with the 
communiste to the poinc of meriting the reprimand candidate Luis Alberto Monge felt 
obliged to issue’ 


Anawer Yonge's warning was not addressed to any personal group in particular. 
it wae rather 4 statement of a general nature on which we all agree. On some 
occasions the PLN has made contact with varioue groups, not necessarily of the 


extreme left wing, but in the traditional «antiliberation sector as well, such as 
the Carazo faction, with a vlew to waging concrete battles on various fronts. For 
example, the PLN university youth on one occasion participated in the elections of 


the student federation at the university in the All-Labor coalition, in which there 
were sectors which were not liberation supporters. In any case, the statement that 
sectors of our party youth have established firm alliances with extreme leftist 














groupe ia faise. All this can be summed up in the statement that the PLN youth 
have been making contacts with a view to concrete struggles with sectors represent - 
ing the whole political spectrum in the country alwaye in defense of the principles 
of democracy and the general incerests of the people. 


(Question) Don't you think the statements by candidate Monge concerning the pro- 
hibition against allitance with the communists were excessive? Was it zeal or lack 
of confidence in the youth which caused the problem, do you think? 


[Anewer) I said that these statements were not addressed to any specific group. 
It was a general statement on which we fully agreed. 


(\Question) Some speak of Prietocommunism in referring to the youth movement of the 
PLN. Do you believe that the term is che result of ignorance or bad faith? 


Answer] Both What is wanted is to link the word Prieto with the word communism 
in the minds of the people, with a view to discrediting the present and future 
etrugeglies im which I may play a role. I! have done nothing but struggle within the 
PLN so that our party can truly interpret the popular interests and become a truly 
social democratic party. All of us participating in this stwuggle have suffered 
.rom being labeled communists. Daniel Oduber did, and Monge himself, as well as 
leaders as outetanding as Benjamin Nunez and Amnando Arauz himself. Thus it is 
aimose traditional to accuse comrades who engage in these battles of being com- 
munists. Despite the bad faith of the charge I would not even have responded to 
it, becawe | have behind me more than 15 years of democratic struggle. Since I 
wae 15 | heve participated in politics within the PLN. I have faced the communists 
in the universities, in the trade unions, and in the communal development movement. 
Thue | have no need to respond to false charges which represent a clear attempt to 
itecredit me and the sectors I represent.

Historically and philosophically, socialiem is and must necessarily be democratic

There are regimes which call themselves socialist but are 
not, such as the USSR and its satellites. What exists in these countries is not 
socialism. It is totalitarian state capitalism. The communists have discredited 
socialism by the establishment of dictatorships falsely called socialist. 


[Question| Now that many people speak of the need to create a new political and 
social structure with more justice and solidarity, how would you outline these 
rejuvenating changes to adapt the party structures to these socialist realities 
being sought’? 


Answer) The PLN needs to update its program and develop a new platform for the 
last quarter of the 20th century, based on the same principles which continue to 

be social ‘ustice with freedom. In addition, it needs internal democratization in 
the quantitative sense, which has been achieved with the new party statutes, and 
also in a qualitative sense, with the enriching of the leadership and political 
action organs of the party with more representatives of the popular sectors.

[Question] To what do you attribute the tensions between the executive and 
legislative branches? 


‘Anawer) The Carazo administration has been characterized by absolute lack of 
political and administrative coordination. The government has a majority in the 
Assembly. It controle the most important commissions and the officers and has 
votes enough in plenary session to carry ite undertakings forward. When the 
government and the president in particular attack the Assembly, they are basically 
attacking their own faction. What the conflicts mentioned reveal is the absolute 
political incompetence of the Carazo regime. The serious tensions and internal 
contradictions in the Unity Party make it impossible for this group to implement a 
serious government program. The PLN faction has always been open to dialog, but 
the government has taken «. log to mean silent fulfillment of and submission to 
its orders and preferences. And the PLN has never been ready to do this.

PUERTO RICO VIEWED AS COLONIAL FAILURE OF U.S. 
Havana TRABAJADORES in Spanish 4 Oct 80 p 6

Failures" } 


\Text| The announcement of the closing of an American factory producing watches 
in Puerto Rico putting more than 1,200 workers into the street adds yet another 
element to the chronic unemployment in the labor force of that country, which has 
reached 30 percent. 


This enterprise, which has operated on the island for more than 20 years, has 
announced its transfer to the Philippines, with the approval of the colonial 
governor who said he respects the decisions of its officers. 


Lolita Aulet, a member of the Central Committee of the Puerto Rican Socialist 
Party (PSP), said that the dismissal of the workers at the factory represented a 
harsh blow to the entire workers’ class and is a result of the economic crisis on 
the island, which is extremely dependent on foreign capital. 


Independent Party leader Ruben Berrios said that the closing of the enterprise 
shows that the entire colonial economic structure is now incapable of guaranteeing 
minimal stability. 


The unemployment figure in Puerto Rico comes to 30 percent, in a country with a 
population of 3,200,000 inhabitants, excluding the some 2,000,000 Puerto Ricans 
w..>9 have emigrated to the United States. 


Independent Party leader Ruben Berrios, in analyzing the wnemployment situation, 
said that it is becoming ever clearer to Puerto Ricans that independence is the 
only status which will provide the mechanisms needed to combat unemployment 
efficiently. 


The U.S. colonial plans to put an end to the increasing unemployment in Puerto 
Rico have failed, Berrios said. 





An analysis of the standard of living of the population can be undertaken on the 
basis of colonial government figures, in which the increase in prices of goods of 
first necessity stands out. 
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For example, bread has gone up 19 cents per pound and a liter of milk now costs 
about 60 cente. 


The colonial government has no solution to lower the unemployment figure and on one 
occasion, when the problem was discussed publicly, a secret report submitted to 

the colonial governor was revealed. It defended massive emigration as the only 
means of avoiding unemployment on the island. 


According to official U.S. government figures, the cost of living went up in just 
lL year in Puerto Rico by 20.3 percent, and food costs went up 36.9 percent. 


Within the plan for colonial subjection, the Puerto Rican economy comes within the 
context of that in the United States, which controls and directs it. 


The announcement of the closing of the watch factory and the loss by 1,200 workers 
of their jobs is yet another evidence of the failures in the U.S. effort pursued 
to represent Puerto Rico as a flourishing colony. 
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FAILURE OF U.S. SPACE SHUTTLE PROGRAM REPORTED

\Text| How goes the U.S. space program? Well, not very well. Its strong point 
{s a transfer vehicle, an apparatus launched like a rocket but which lands like a 
plane. Difficulties with it continue and it is badly behind schedule. 


By means of this manned rocket-plane, it is hoped that several satellites can be 
put iato orbit in a single flight, the orbits of others adjusted, and if necessary, 
landings on Earth effected to make major repairs. In any case, the landing craft 
will be devoted 75 percent to military missions. 


The whole exterior of the apparatus is covered with 31,000 refractory ceramic 
tiles, each of a special geometric form, affixed to the fuselage. On entry into 
the earth's atmosphere, it would suffice for one to come loose for the entire 
landing craft, its contents and crew to be consumed in flames. 


The most recent tests made on land showed that the cement did not measure up to 

the theoretical calculations. This required the removal of all the tiles, for 
chemical treatment ome by one to remove the remaining cement, and the recementing 
of those which were not damaged or cracked. To date, no fewer than half of the 
total, some 9,500, have been found to be damaged. It will be necessary to make new 
ones, each to its millimetric geometric tolerance, at an additional expenditure of 
between $400 and 500 million. To date the investment in this troublesome child of 
sophisticated Yankee technology has run to $8.8 billion. A mere trifle! And no 
one knows where it will end. Naturally, all of these millions, representing a loss 
to the U.S. Treasury, are profits for the contracting firms. They also mean less 
money available to meet the obligations of the state to provide the limited 
services offered the needy people. 


The problem is that, with all these delays and difficulties, the international 
American Telephone and Telegraph, Intelsat, RCA and Western Union companies, 
which plan to use the landing craft to place various communications satellites 
they own {n orbit in 1981, are negotiating with the European Common Market 
countries so that, if the next tests carried out in Guyana with the launching of 
the Ariadne European satellite-bearing rocket are successful, they can carry out 
their program, which would refurbish the budget of the international companies by 
25 percent. 


lt seems that not even the Yankee businessmen themselves are confident o. a 
prompt solution to the many problems of the landing apparatus, and as to using 
U.S. rockets, it appears that they are also less economical than the European 
models, still in the testing stage.

JOINT GOVIET-CUBAN ARCHEOLOGICAL EXPEDITION REPORT" 
Havana BOHEMIA in Spaniah 24 Oct 8 p 47

[Text) A presse conference was held at the Academy of Sciences of Cuba last Friday 
to report on the resuite of 4 first Sewiet-Cuban archological expedition on USSR 
territory, within the context of the scientific cooperat on agreement between the 
academies of aciences of the two countries. 


The excavation work was carried out near the Sopka 11 archeological sonuoent in 
the Vengerovo region, Novosibirsk province, in western Siberia. 


The Cuban delegation included Lourdes Dominguez Gonealer, head of the archeology 
department at the ACC [Academy of Sciences of Cuba) and researcher 
Jorge Febles Duenas, who gave full details of this historic first expedition. 


The work inciuded the excavation of 4 Bronze Age cemetery (Andronov culture, in 

the middie of the second millenium before Christ), located in an 8-hectare ares 

of land covered with “kurganes,” the name given in the USSR to the tombe of that 
period, ae well a8 other excavations at nearby sites, where the semi-buried homes 

of nomadic tribes of the early centuries of our era were discovered, thus fulfilling 
the dream of Soviet ecientiset and academician Aleksei Pavlovich Okaldnikov, director 
of the Inetitute of History, Philology and Philosophy of the Siberian branch of 

the USSR Academy of Sciences with regard to joint archeological expeditions vith 

the USSR. 


Researchers Dominguez and Febles reported that in the near future, Soviet and Cuban 
acientiete will organize the first joint Cuban-Soviet archeological expedition on 
our territory. 


Participants in the recent ly-ended expedition in the USSR representing the Soviet 
Union tacluded Doctoral Candidate Vincheslav Molodin, head of the West Siberian 
detachmen: for North Asian expeditions at the Institute of History, and in all, 
more than 40 persons took part in the work. 


During their stay in the USSR the Cuban representatives visited the corresponding 
institutes in Moscow and Leningrad, where they gave lectures on Cuban archeology 
and participated in numerous work sessions with experte from that brotherly country. 











During the period between 30 May and the middle of October, apart from the work 
described, various ceremonies were held including 4 celebration in honor of 
National Cuban Rebellion Day on 26 July, organised by the bureau of the CPS” and 
the Soviet government in the region, at which the Cuban archeologists spoke. 


Concerning the success achieved, Domingues and Feblee said that it enabled thes 
to learn through practice the new methods and techniques of archeological ex- 
cavation, a8 well ae considerable material concerning other cultures. They aleo 
gained experience in the administration and leadership of complex expeditions. 


Sonnia Moro, aseietant director of the Institute of Social Sciences at the Academy 
of Sciences, was present along with the representatives and presided at the press 
conference.

PENA GOMET ON PRD LNPLGHITING, PRESIDENTIAL ELACTION

(Excerpts! Dr Jose Francisco Pena Gomez warned yesterday that the 
current factional etrife within the PRD [Dominican Revolutionary Party} 
could result in the loses of power and suggested at the same time « new 
pact among the groups vying for control of the PRD that would be similar 
to the 1977 one. 


The PRD leader castigated severely the method being used by the factions 
thet are trying to grab the party's leadership organizations, indicating 
that “it is obviows that the party's internal balance is being lost, and 
unbalancing the party means splitting and fragmemting it.” 


Continuing, the secretary general of the PRD warned thet the coming ebout 
of that situation would mean for the party losing its power to govern and 
going over to the opposition again. 


During his speech, Pena Gomez reviewed the PRD's internal situation, 
insisting repeatedly on the need for the party to echieve unity as an 
indispensable requisite to its retaining ite power to govern in the 1962 
elections. 


Be drew the line, saying that the factional struggle has now reached « 
point that requires the forceful intervention of the PRD's organizations 
and ite principal leaders. 


He added that unless this intervention takes place immediately, “we run 
the risk of a new split.” 


He seid that “the factional dispute needs « sense of balance, of mutual 


tolerance, and of conviction that neither the party nor the government 
must be monopolized by a single faction.” 
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Pena Gomes said that to bring about the unity of the PRD and avoid having 
the losing factions feel tempted to form splinter parties, “we must 
guarantee them @ participation in the government that will be proportional 
to their strength, at least insofar as concerns the designation of the 
party nominees.” 


it was at thie point that the PRD leader suggested the adoption of 4 new 
pact on candidates to party nominations that would, in this case however, 
be agreed among the factions. 


(Prior to the PRD's 9th congress in 1977, De Pena Gomez obtained agreement 
in @ pact among nominee candidates Antonio Gusman, Salvador Jorge Blanco, 
Jacobo Majlute and Marcio Mejia Ricart.) 


The PRD's secretary general pointed out that it is incumbent on the 
Executive Committee and the National Convention to compel the candidates 
for nominations and the factional leaders to subscribe to this new pact, 
so that it cannot be violated by any of the winners. 


“Paithfully to the PRD's internal democracy, the party's presidential 
nominee must be given to .hat candidate for the nomination who obtains an 
absolute majority of the party's vote, that is, half the votes plus one,” 
Pena Gomez asserted. 


ile proposed that, based on the first ballot and taking into account thore 
candidates having obtained more than 20 percent of the votes, the party 
nomination for the vice presidency of the Republic should go to the second 
or third of these, with a solemn written promise that in case of victory 
his followers would be allocated a certain number of ministerial port- 
folios ofr general directorates. 


He said the third position would be that of party nominee for the Federal 
District, which would go to the second or third of the above candidates 
who had not been nominated for the vice presidency of the Republic. 


Lastly, Pena Gomez indicated that the candidate among the above who came 
in fourth in the first ballot, or one of his followers, would be desig- 
nated the party nominee for senator for the Pederal District with the 
option of converting this to president of the Congress. 


He clarified that in the event two or three nominee candidates obtain 20 
percent of the votes, the general secretariat would designate, with the 
advice of the National Executive Committee, the party nominees for the 
above positions, without necessarily taking into account the leaders of 
organized factions. 
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Pena Gomez deemed that the new pact he is proposing would provide to the 
PRD's principal leaders and their followere a certain guarantee of 
participation in the exercise of power and of ceal incorporation in the 
mechaniame of government, “which will not ooour if we abandon ourselves 

to selection of the party nominees by the free play of the struggle among 
factions imbued with a falee senee of democracy that would only contribute 
to our definitive frageentation.” 


He warned that to meet the difficult challenge awaiting the PRD in 1982 
“we must build a strong financial position, beginning now to make the 
necessary sacrifices to accrue the indispensable resources for the elec- 
toral campaign.” 


There were moments in which Pena Gomez's intervention prevented conflicts 
between the members of different factions. 


The PRD leader took the microphone on the main rostrum of the proceedings 
and ordered the withdrawal of a1] posters bearing slogans. 


In short, the meeting proceeded normally and as soon as it had ended the 
demonstrators withdrew toward their respective militant committees.

Majlute said “there has never been any discussion in that regard. The 
fact is that the first information I have had on this question is what I 
have read” in the daily EL SOL. 


Por her part, Under Secretary Guzman de Hernandez, daughter of the presi- 

dent of the Republic, indicated she had been surprised to read the report 

and had ascribed it to “mere speculation." EL SOL published a report 
yesterday alleging that circles close to the National Palace, principally 

in the PRD [Dominican Revolutionary Party] sector, are trying to put 

together an electoral ticket with Vice President Majluta at its head. His 
running mate would be attorney Sonie Gueman and Mejluce factions within the PRD. 


This ticket would unite the Guzman and Majluta factions within the PRD. 


The administrative under secretary of the presidency stated chat “there are many 


persons in the PRD much more qualified” than she to be the vice presiden- 
tial candidate on a PRD ticket in the forthcoming elections. 


She also said her greatest aspiration is “nothing more nor less than, 

once her public administrative duties, helping this government in whatever 
way I can, have ended, to withdraw to the peace and quiet of my home and 
of my professorship." 


This is why--she insisted--she considers the report to be just another 
speculation among the many that are circulating relative to the coming 
elections. 
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Majluta, interviewed at hie National Palace office, indicated that “it is 
very premature to discuss this kind of \hing.” 


He deems it even “somewhat discourteous,” in that if one does not know 
another's plane, he should not express an opinion about then. 


He wae very firm in asserting there has been no discussion of putting 
together a ticket with him ae the presidential nominee and Sonia Guaman 
as the vice presidential one. 


Nevertheless, he said that with him heading it any ticket is feasible. 


He claimed not to know the origin of the report, but conceded that the 
author of the newspaper article is a responsible person. 


On the other hand, he said that a “ticket by which our faction would have 
the presidency and that of (Mr) Antonio the vice presidency” would be a 
logical one to put forth. 


Thies is what he views a8 “logical and natural, but I cannot speak for the 
president or his faction, because it would be a lack of courtesy on my 
part--as much so as it would be on their part to make plans involving me.” 


This is so because his faction is independent of all the others; “what it 
is not independent of" is the PRD. 


He stated that such a ticket could be drawn up based on faction, that is, 
based on position. 


Majluta said that obviously the president's faction is in a disadva: » 
geous position with respect to the possibility of obtaining the pres: ency 
for the simple reason that its top leader is President Guzman himsel!. 


Since there is no reelection, he said, the president is not playing for 
those stakes in the political game and there are therefore more than one 
aspirant to the nomination in his faction, while in his own there is only 
one such aspirant, who is he himself, Majlute. 


The vice president also considers it logical that since the ticket was 
inverted in the last election, it should be changed in the coming one. 


He affirmed that he has always been in favor of participation by all the 
factions, because all the factions are the party. 


He indicated that everyone in the PRD belongs to some faction, except 
Pena Gomez, “but I believe that even Pena Gomez will end up having to lean 
one way or another, in search of a balance, of course, with which I fully 
agree.” 




















He feele that the factional etruggle has at times taken highly disagree- 


able curns, a8 in the case of attorney Hatuey Decamp's attack on che presi- 
dent of the Republic. 


He ceferred to the statement made by the president of the Chamber of 
Deputies to the effect that there is talk of dissolving the Chambers. 


Majluta said ‘his was an attempt against himself by Hatuey Decampe and 
that he believes it may have been the product of 4 momentary passionate 
outburet. 


He stated he is in agreement with the speech made by the PRD's secretary 
general on Sunday, except on one point: the possibility that the party 
may lose the 1982 elections. 


He disagrees on this point because the members and leaders of the factions 
within the party are members of the PRD above all else, and anyone leaving 
its canks will do so alone, he said. 


As an example, he cited the party's ninth congress, which produced diecon- 
tent among Dr Salvador Jorge Blanco's followers; and yet, he finally “felt 
compelled" to support the PRD.

VARIOUS SECTORS REACT TO REAGAN VICTORY 


No Change Expected

[Text | The avalanche of votes won by former Governor of California Ronald Reagan 
in his contest with the President of the United States, James Carter, on election 
day constitutes a clear mandate from the people of that country, in the sense that 
the time has come to put an end to the ambiguity, vacillation and inefficiency of 
the administration, and to adopt serious definitions leading to the strengthening-- 
internal and external--of the leading power in the Weet. 


Under President Carter, the image of a victorious, dynamic, powerful and decisive 
nation in modern history was rapidly becoming blurred, and the idea that the 
United States “was declining” began to gain credence among the U.S. voters. 


There were a number of factors which led to this impression: the obvious weakness 
of President Carter with regard to the act of estate terrorism committed by the 
regime of the Ayatollah Khomeyni in Iran, with the bold kidnaping of more than 50 
members of the staff of the U.S. embassy accredited in Teheran, in violation of 

all the norms of international law; the subsequent failure of a rescue mission 

which ended in the death of several officers and soldiers in the Iranian desert; the 
lack of ar. energetic and concrete response to the seizure of Afghanistan by the 
Soviets; the indifference evidenced with regard to totalitarian penetration in 
Central America and the Caribbean, etc.--these are only some of the pertinent 
aspects in the foreign policy area. 


Circumstances which should not be underestimated made their contributian in the 
domestic sector: the energy crisis, accelerated inflation, the birth of a 
phenomenon never before seen in an industrial power--"stagflation," or the stagna- 
tion of the economy interrelated with inflation (which hed been regarded as 
impossible in terms of classic economic theory); « massive rise in taxes and the 
inefficiency and increase in cost of the Social Security system; the increase in 
public expenditures and a series of vacillations, paradoxes, contradictions and 
inconsistencies in the handling of major national problems led U.S. citizens to 
reach the conclusion that what was needed was « leader, a strong, clearly defined 
man, capable of and interested in reestablishing the greatness of the country. 














An emotional ingredient which weighed rather heavily in the final balance was the 
weak and inconsistent and (in the judgment of the critics) opportunistic fashion in 
which Carter handled the problem of the hostages in Iran. 


When almost the entire American public had set aside the concern pertaining to thie 
groupe of U.S. citizens in their minds, the White House began indirectly to leak 
reporte to the effect that the hostages "probably" would be released momentarily. 


This belief, fanned by the mass media, gave rise to great hope among the citizens, 
and when at the last minute the event did not come about in fact, there was in- 
dignation and resentment of the President, accentuating the disillusionment which 
already existed with regard to his administration. 


The full list of the factors in Carter's incredible failure, for he was not even 
able to get 10 percent of the electoral votes his opponent did, despite the fact 
that he had the facilities of the regime at his disposal, would be interminable, 
but it is perhaps worth mentioning one les: fact: while Reagan rallied the 
American conservatives (of both parties) behind him, Carter somewhat frightened off 
the liberals, who rallied mainly around Edward Kennedy, because the vacililations 
and ambiguities mentioned prevented him from identifying fully with a clearly 
progressive line of thinking in the realm of domestic policy. 


Thus he had the conservatives against him but he did not have the liberals for him. 
This is the only possible explanation for his loss of the state of New York, which 
has historically been carried by the candidate with more progressive ideas. 


in brief, Carter will return to Plains next January to manage his peanut plantation, 
and the Reagan era will begin. Like the majority of the observers, LA PRENSA does 
not believe there will be very dramatic changes. 


Possibly government efficiency will improve and an increase in production will be 
stressed instead of increasing the social welfare burden. A greater emphasis on 
the defense and security of the country is also foreseeable, as is a review (not 
the elimination) of the human rights policy. 


The United States is a basically democratic country and it should not be concluded 
from the electoral results that there will be a "friendly" rapprochement with the 
Latin American dictatorships, although perhaps ways of promoting the return of 
democracy which are more viable than the isolation policy of Carter and his associ- 
ates in situations such as those in Chile, Guatemala and Argentina will be sought. 


The Reagan era will bring a shift to the right, but because of the balance of 
power (and with the Congress dominated by the Democratic Party), this shift will 
not be radical, although doubtless it will mean a new way of approaching the 
problems of regional policy, and perhaps a more pragmatic and functional means of 
blocking leftist extre’ sm. discouraging the ventures of totalitarianism and 
actively promoting t’« ©» of freedom. 
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CGT Sees Dictatorshipse Increasing

[Text] The General Workers’ Federation (CGT) believes that the inauguration of 


Ronald Reagan in the U.S. government will increase the dictatorships existing in 
Latin America. 


According to workers’ leader Felicito Avila Ordonez, secretary general of the CGT, 
Reagan's ascent to power will in one way or another accelerate the contradictions 
arising between the capitalist system and renewal, the product of the needs of the 
people. 


Avila noted however that “with Jimmy Carter or Reagan, United States policy ie not 
decided by them exclusively, but is defined by the ‘trilateral’ power representing 
the great political and economic monopolies of the world." 


With the announcement of a new international policy, the political parties in 
Honduras will have to play a role different from their present one. The CGT be- 
lieves that some parties will be overjoyed with Reagan's triumph. 


Thies is because of the similarity of their political ideas and the lack of renewal 
in the government program. For others, the announcement by the president-elect 
that he will pursue a doctrine of national security, which in other cases has led 
to the establishment of dictatorships, may be a concern. 


The workers’ leader expressed the opinion that with the new U.S. government, 
dictatorships will increase in Latin America, but with the difference that the 
peoples have now raised their heade and are trying to confront this type of reality. 


"Poverty, hunger, the requirements of freedom and democracy a people have represent 
a tool for refusal to tolerate dictatorial policies,” the secretary of the CGT 
conc luded. 


PDCH Fears Democratic Stagnation

some processes of democratization in Latin America will be slowed, leading to 
internal and external crises with unpredictable consequences."

Thie will create a foreign crisis and, what is more serious, the confrontation 
with the Soviet Union will be tremendously difficult, with powerful strategies 
and tactics not experienced to date under the government of Jimmy Carter, the PDCH 
epokeaman concluded.

Nicolas Cruz Torres, Orlando Lozano Martinez and Roberto Galvez Barnes commented 
that the triumph of Reagan brings a glimpse of a new picture on the international 
level, which may prove beneficial in the near future. 


The firet-mentioned said that the Republican triumph will without a doubt serve to 
counteract the impending communist avalanche in Central America. 


Lozano Martinez and Galvez Barnes, for their part, hoped for greater attention to 
these peoples on the part of the new president, but without intervention in the 
domestic affairs and sovereignty of the peoples. 


Also the members of the PN [National Party] said that they wish this might serve as 
an incentive, since it will encourage the citizenry to support the electoral 
census, thus contributing by their votes to improving democracy on the national 
level. 


Galvez Barnes, who declined to discuss the subject more fully, said that these 
methods of going to the polls to complece a process of this sort should be 
developed here, on the level of internal party leadership as well, in order to 
lead to a proselytizing approach providing greater individual possibilities for 
each of the members. 
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Meanwhile, liberal Deputy Rafael Antonio Ardon termed Ronald Reagan's «riumph 
“overwhelming,’ saying that it demonstrated his great popularity and the acceptance 
of him by the people of the United States. 


"lL have the impression that some variations in U.S. policy will come about, the 
essence of them serving to offset the communist infiltration which is occurring in 
the Caribbean and Central America, wherein Honduras is a show-window for the 
socialist countries. Therefore, it is necessary to strengthen democracy," Ardon 
atreseed. 


He said that if the new president acte in accordance with what has been said in the 
sense of limiting violence of the leftist sector, “he will have to support true 
freedom in the electoral process approaching here, if we are not to find ourselves 
involved in situations of uncertainty such as have occurred in other countries on 
the isthemus." 


Disagreeing with these concepts, the adviser of the Christian Democratic Party, 
Ramon Velasquez Nazar, expressed the view that none of the candidates represented 
an alternative for these peoples, because "they always act such as to keep us 
dependent, a means they can use to exploit our natural resources through the inter- 
national companies, as history shows." 


However, he explained that Carter was the lesser of the two evils, but unfortunately 
the people of the United States did not agree with the view many people in Latin 
America have of the personalities of the contenders. 


He stressed that Reagan's election will mean support from now on for strong 
government, which will lead to the stagnation of some reforms and programs which 
the U.S. government had an interest in promoting. 


Finally, he said that success for Latin America will depend on the attitude the 


dependent countries adopt with regard to demanding what rightly belongs to them in 
the international sector.

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POL: CE BEGIN CRACKDOWN ON LAWLESSNESS, WEAPONS 
Weapons Seized 
Kingston DAILY GLEANER in English 14 Nov 80 p 1 


[Text] The police yesterday seized 27 M16 automatic assault rifles and 7,700 rounds 
of ammunition in a raid on a private premises in D‘Aguilar Roed, off the Waltham 
Park Road, in lower St. Andrew. 


This is a record haul of weapons of this type, a police spokesman told the Gleaner. 


The guns and ammunition were found in four suitcases, one of which bore an Air 
Jamaica tag, with no name written on it. Although the three-bedroom house is occu- 
pied, no one was at home when the police raided. No one has been arrested, but 
investigations are continuing. 


The rifles, which military spokesmen say appeared to be used, were equipped with 
decoys" which muffle the sound of the shots to make it difficult to ascertain the 
direction from which the shots are being fired. The rounds of ammunition were in 
military green canvas bags. 


When the guns were found they were dismantled. There were also plastic tubes of 
weapons oil medium, a lubricant, cleaning brushes, and gunbelts for ammunition 
magazines. 


The raid was carried out by 50 policemen, 20 from the Hunt's Bay station and 10 
from the Denham Town station, who were quickly assembled after a tip and were led 
by a senior office from the Hunt's Bay station. 


The officer said: "It was the first time I had been able to round up men so fast 
for an operation; they were so enthusiastic." The raid took place shortly after 
8 a.m, 


When the police arrived at the house they surrounded the building. The doors were 
locked and the policemen had to kick down the doors to enter. The first bedroom 
they entered they saw the four suitcases, 


"As I went inside and saw che grips, I could smell that there were guns inside,” 
one officer said. 
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The pelice had difficulty opening the suitcases and they had to use a hacksaw and 
pliers to prise chem open. When open the suitcases revealed the 27 M16 rifles 
and 7,700 rounds of ammunition in several green canvas military bags. The dis- 
mantled guns were assembled by the police at the Hunts Bay station, 


The weapons were taken to Hunt's Bay Station where senior police officers went 
through the stockpile and informed the Commissioner. A press conference was 
hurriedly arranged for the Commissioner of Police's head office on Hope Road, St. 
Andrew, Attending the conference were the Attorney General and Minister of National 
Security and Justice, the Hon. Winston Spaulding, the Commissioner of Police, Mr. 
W.O, Bowes, and the Chief of Staff of the Jamaica Defence Force, Brigadier Robert 
Neish, as well as other top police and military officers. 


Act the press conference, Mr. Bowes said that the find was as a result of criminal 
investigations and intelligence work carried cut by the police. He said tha: 
although the find was motivated by Operation Crime Stop, it could not be directly 
attributed to that operation, but more directly to police investigations ard 
intelligence work, 


He said that the effort was as a result of 4 special anti-crime drive in co-opera~- 
tion with Crime Stop, and added that he wa; asking the citizens of the country to 
help the security forces in every possible way in getting all the illegal guns. 


Mr. Spaulding in his statement said thet he wholeheartedly thanked the police for 
the find and the all-round work they were doing, 


"There are many guns out there and we are determined to get them. The future of 
this country depends on the security forces success in achieving this," Mr. Spaul- 
ding said. 


Sinc’ the general election there had been a dramatic drop in crime and terrorism, 
and tne discovery of the arsenal was a "magnificent gain" for the security force. 
It demonstrated what could be achieved once the police were free to perform their 
duties without interference. 


He said that the government had seen a genuine response to “he security forces 
efforts from the citizens of the country, and that the government was making every 
effort to provide the police with the equipment and transportation they needed. 


Although the reports were encouraging, the government could not rest on those 
laurels as the task was an uphill one. 


"We all have a responsibility to help the police and the military and we are 
determined to deploy all reasonable means to come to terms with this gun madness,” 
he said. 


In reply to questions after his statement, Mr. Spaulding said the government would 
soon be making a full presentation on a number of strategies it proposed to intro- 
duce to get the guns.

[Communique iesued by the Ministry of Planning on 20 September 1980] 


{Text} We are all aware that 1980 wae a truly difficult year. Considering that we 
are in a postwar phase, considering all the destruction that took place, we are not 
suffering any great shortages, nor do we feel any important change in our daily 
life. 


This “comfort” was no accident. Our government felt that the Nicaraguan people de- 
served a respite from so much suffering and penury. It believed that it was neces- 
sary for us to feel a return to normalcy, although this “normalization” was a bit 
premature. 


It was premature because our economy had suffered a decline for 17 yeam, since 
the value of the PIB [Gross Domestic Product) in 1979, to begin with, was only 
comparable to that of 1963. We cannot say that thie harsh reality was experienced 
by all the Nicaraguan people. On the contrary, many people commented that every- 
thing wae so “normal” that the daye of the bombings seemed far away and like « 
bad drean. 


It was aleo a good year for business--a year in which many who never had made a 
profit did so for the first time. 


The year 198) will continue the second phase of recovery. We will continue re- 
building an economy which was formerly thought to be basically for the enrichment 

of a single sector of the population and of the tranenationale, into an economy which 
benefite the people and serves che great majorities, particularly the working class. 


In other words, we are not only rebuilding our economy, but we are aleo resetructur- 
ing it, so that in the future we may really raise the standard of living of our 


people. 


To achieve this objective, of course, ie not easy, nor is it a task which falls 
exclusively to the Sandinist Government. The government sets the guidelines, but 
it is we, the Nicaraguan people, who, on the basis of our work, of our redoubled 
efforte and of the strict control of our expenditures, will make this rebuilding 
and restructuring possible. 
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Why Do We Speak of Austerity for 19817 


In 1980 we devoted ourselves basically to recovering what we had lost. Thies next 
year, in which, thanks to our work, we will be able to utilise factories to their 
full capacity, we will have to begin investing to increase our productive capacity, 
generate more jobs, bring greater technology to agriculture and improve or create 
new sources of electrical energy--in other words, it is a year in which we will 
have to invest so that we can continue to produce more and better goods. These 
investments that we want to make mean that we are going to need more money, espe- 
cially since the foreign aid we are receiving is going to be reduced. 


Now then, what does this suggest? There are two possibilities: either we continue 
going into debt, or we tighten our belts, increase our savings and thue accumulate 
our own money supply (national) to deal with these investments. Obviously the 
second option is better for us, since to continue going into debt means further 
compromising our future. 


Thie saving will not affect the basic areas of consumption. On the contrary in 1981 
we hope to eliminate shortages of some basic products that afflicted ue in 1980; 

the distribution system will be substantially improved; we will have better markets, 
better transportation, and more education and health services. However, the saving 
will affect imports of comfort or luxury items of those products which, although we 
like to buy and use them, are not really necessary and without which we can get 
along very well. 


This year will be particularly difficult for those sectors of the population which 
have been able to buy for their own use large quantities of those products which 
are not really necessary. However, for those who, because of prices, have been able 
to buy only strictly necessary items, there will be no difference; actually, they 
will be better off. 


However, this is where we must call on the conscience of our people. We must under- 
stand that this measure is absolutely necessary if we want to overcome the backward- 
ness and poverty in which we were drowning under the Somoza dictatorship. It is not 
a question, in any case, of “sharing the poverty"; it is a question of having the 
capacity to invest in more factories, more tractors, more energy projects, etc., 80 
that we will be able to continue to advance toward a future of progress and well- 
being for all and not just for one emall sector of the population. 


in thie aspect of investment, private enterprise, as well as the public, has an 
important task, since we must stimulate the building of new factories and present 
well-thought-out ideas for their establishment. In addition, small productive 
projects, such as shoemaking cooperatives, clothing cooperatives and auto and email 
electrical appliance repair shops, etc., will be stimulated. Everything that means 


producing, generating employment and avoiding imports of costly spare parts will be 
stimulated and supported in 1981. 


Actually we have good prospects for the coming year, since although we must go with- 
out some products--which are not really necessary, anyway--and although this priva- 
tion means a sacrifice for us, it will be a year in which we will see the growth of 
new industries and more technology in rural areas, and we will begin far-reaching 
energy projects. It will be a year of great deal of work, of creativity; a year 

to learn to live with what we have and to improve it; a year to exercise good control 
over our expenditures and to increase our efficiency to the maximum.

CNES DISCUSSES CUBAN MODEL IN PROFESSIONAL TRAINING 
Managua LA PRENSA in Spanish 30 Oct 80 p 4 


{Report on interview with Dr Mariano Fiallos Oyanguren and Dr Jose Pasos Marciag, 
officials of the National Council for Higher Education, by Adriana Guillen; date 
and place not given) 


[Text] The future Nicaraguan professional will receive profound ideological re- 
orientation, eo that when he graduates he will be imbued with the epirit of service 
and with international orientation. That is the conclusion that was drawn from 

an interview that Mariano Fiallos Oyanguren and Jose Pasos Marciag, officials of 
the National Council for Higher Education (GWES), granted LA PRENSA. 


[Question] Was the plan for change that the national universities are now carrying 
out planned by the Cuban team of the Ministry of Higher Education of Cuba? Which 

of those points does the CNES consider valid for the definitive higher education 
plan? This question is based on what was published by che CHES im THE GREEN BOOK, 
which literally says: “At the request of the University Policy Committee of the 
Autonomous National University of Nicaragua made to the Ministry of Higher 

Education of the Government of the Republic of Cuba, work was begun in the month of 
October 1979 by « planning team composed of five Cuban specialists...In this context 
a decision was adopted to carry out q plenning program for the 1960-1981 academic 
year, with also some premises for longer-range measures...That is why thie is con- 
sidered to be only a first initiative and soreover a point of departure for the pur- 
pose of attaining « real prospective plan for the development of higher education 

in the Republic of Nicaragua, ae a function of the revolutionary process thet the 
country ie experiencing....” 


"The first statement is not correct,” said Dr Piallos. “Wicatagua's higher education 
plan was developed by Nicaraguans and approved by the CNES. 


“We received Venezuelan, Cuban, and Mexican technical aid and it cannot be said that 
it ig a plan that wae elaborated by Cubans. Nevertheless, Cuba's aid has been very 
valuable and I wish to emphasize this, because we hawe deficiencies in human 
resources which they have made up for." 


He added that the foreign advisers gave us alternatives and that they selected those 
that they consider most appropriate for the national situation. And in «a decisive 
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tone he said, “I tell you that we evolved the developmental plan, with the help of 
advisers. A planning office in the CNES is working toward thie end with various 
Nicaraguan professionals, among them Dr Carlos Martinez." And he explained that 
for example at thie very moment there is a Mexican team assisting with the budget 
for higher education. 


[Question] Cuba's university program graduates many professionals in the fields 
of medicine and education. We have observed that they have enough graduates to be 
able to send some to other countries. This phenomenon causes me to think that the 
Cuban program is out of balance, since it cannot absorb all of ite graduates. 

I should like to ask you if our planning could bring ue to that eituation, which 
in my opinion is an error. 


"I again insist,” replied Fiallos, “that we are evolving a Nicaraguan plan for 
higher education. We are making a study for the present years, up to 1985. 


"On the other hand, at a given moment 4 country may have more professionale than it 
might need. But,” added Fiallos a little heatedly, “what you indicate as a failing 
with respect to Cuba I consider an extraordinary remark--the fact that a country 
after a revolutionary transformation of 20 yeare is able to train great numbers of 
doctors. Now Cuban professionals come and return, with igned contracts. And they 
come at our request.” 


Rector Fiallos continued: "Il believe that we must remember that Nicaragua is a 
part of the world, and it would be highly satisfactory for us to produce sore 
professionals than we need, since at any moment some country could be in difficult 
circumstances, Like ours, and there would be great satisfaction in being able to 
help it. But I am not saying ‘that it is good to be wasteful'--no, not that. 
Remember that there are various ways of planning. In approximately 1966 Nicaragua 
planned that it could absorb 40 doctors, even though the country needed more. The 
demand cannot be met even in the next 20 years,” he said. 


[Question] In your capacity as a professional and an official of the CNES, I 
should like your opinion on what it means to a graduated professional to come up 


against unemployment. 


1 would especially like Dr Pasos' opinion, since hie specialty is psychiatry. Hov 
is an individual's emotional stability affected when he cannot work at his pro- 
feasion and has to wait for his government's decision to send him to another coun- 
try to work? 


“We are speaking of an individual who has received another type of edu- 

cation,” explained Dr Jose Pasos, physician and psychiatrist. “Let us take the 
case of the doctor who studied in order to earn 20,000 pesos a month, because that 
is why he studied medicine. Then, to explain his thesis better, he added: ‘I am 
studying medicine in order to become rich...or in order to have a nice house, 4 
car...things that are coneidered normal.’ 
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"But if we now train a professional whose ideal is to serve his country, other bro- 
thers, we are speaking of another professional, in any branch. 





"A man who ae decided to serve hie neighbor has a humane aspiration, a profoundly 
humane one. When this professional graduates, his thinking will not be encased 
within the narrow framework of 'I am studying in order to serve here in Nicaragua 
and in »rder to live here in Nicaragua...’ 


"Psychologically, thie individual thinks otherwise. Hie professional wish is to 
serve. It does not disappoint him to go to another country to help his neighbor," 
said the physician. 


"We have seen," he added, "Mexicans, Cubans, Venezuelane who come here and are 
very happy to be helping us with their professional service. We cannot judge this 
man with the same criterion." 


A Suitable Professional Training 


[Question] Then, will the change in the professional depend on suitable pro- 
fessional training? 


"Of course," said Dr Pasos. "We believe that all professional study 
should be carried out on another level, where a desire to serve is predominant." 


[Question] Then, in order to have a professional whose emotional balance will not 
suffer, ie it necessary for the entire educational system to work in this direction, 
so that the university can receive an 18-year-old who is already oriented, that is, 
one who is almost ideologically developed? 


[Answer } Of course. We cannot work alone. There is the instance of cooperation 
from the CNES, MED (Ministry of Education), Ministry of Planning and Finance, where 
developmental programs and the problems to be resolved are discussed. 


{Question} What professional training plan has been outlined so that when an 
individual arrives at the university the CNES will find an individual with a 
different inclination from the present one? 


"A training program takes years to fully develop. Training has no golden 


rule. A big committee has been formed to study thie matter," explained Dr Pasos 
Marciaq. 


Bloc System 


Dr Fiallos replied that the purpose of the bloc system is not to eliminate students, 
but rather to enable the university to moke maximum use of its resources and to 
improve university efficiency. He said that it was the desire of the CNES to 
graduate as many professionals as possible and that it therefore eliminated the 
monographs. 
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Student Population 


"Every 5 years the university population has doubled," said Dr Fiallos. "The 
country presently cannot respond effectively to the demand for education, but 
neither can it tell the students who arrive that they cannot study becaus« there 

is no budget. A way must be sought to take care of them and the creation of 
intermediate careers is one of them. Nicaragua needs many intermediate technicians 
to meet its needs for growth and these intermediate professionals will not lessen 
the number of university graduates, said the UNAN rector. Also, a plan is being 
prepared by means of which an intermediate technician can continue his training in 
night courses. Before, out of an enrollment of 100, 20 were graduated. Now there 
must be a greater number of graduates. 


“Also, the basic year has been shortened; the basic term is only One semester. The 
medical course has improved. And I do not see any reagon for losing an exchange 
with other universities," replied Dr Fiallos. And Dr Pasos explained that there 
was no basis for this fear and they added that the University of Nicaragua at 
present has exchanges with the Autonomous University of Mexico and of Puebla, 
with universities in Boston that are affiliated with Harvard, with Venezuela, and 
other countries. 


The CNES officials complained about the small amount of publicity that the communi- 
cations media give to educational matv.ers. And they gave as an example the case 

of the five North American professors who are coming to Nicaragua. They seid that 
that news wae emphasized, but that other information was not published. 


They also said that the CNES has been "asking" the North American government to 
help them with material and professors, but that they did not receive the answer 
that they had hoped for. 


Requirements for Professors of History 


Dr Fiallos replied that the requirements were the same as those for “student 
assistants'~-a good academic record, enrollment in the final years of the course, 
and compatibility with the revolution. He explained that an appointment is made 
by the respective university through the committee. 


The students are represented on the committee by the 19 July Sandinist Youth (J819J) 
and by an odd coincidence most of the assistant professors of the “Contemporary 
History of Nicaragua” are members of the JS19J.

CST ISSUES FORMAL CALL FOR WORKER UNITY 
Workers Direct Nation's Destiny 
Managua BARRICADA in Spanish | Nov 80 p 3 


[Text] To: The Labor Movement and the Workers in General; From: The Sandinist: 
Workers Federation (CST) 


When our entire people, led by their vanguard, the FSLN [Sandinist National 
Liberation Front), overthrew the Somoza dictatorship on 19 July, the Sandinist 
philosophy that only the workers and peasants would go the distance, that only 
their organized force would achieve victory, resounded as never before. Fifteen 
months after the revolutionary triumph, this is becoming more and more of an 
undeniable reality, embodied in the daily efforte of all workers to snatch the 
country from the claws of dependence and underdevelopment and and to place ite 
economy, which they found in ruins, on a takeoff pad. 


It was the working people, above all, who emerged triumphant in our country 

and from any perspective, they must govern the country's destiny, because 
ultimately the Sandinist People's Revolution is the result of the struggle by 
workers, the humble people, industrial and farm laborers. It is for this reason 
that the working people, and in particular the working class, is called upon to 
play a role of prime importance in the accomplishments of the revolution, ae the 
class that produces, the class that works, that class that generates the 
country's wealth. 


At present, when the economic plan for 1981, "The Program of Economic Efficiency 
and Austerity,” is being drawn up, we can clearly see that only the organized 
force of our workers, and mainly the urban and rural working clase, can lead 

the revolution along the path of economic development and independence for the 
Sandinist homeland. Nevertheless, this is a task that imperatively needs the 
growing involvement of our people, to bolster the grass roote nature of our 


economy. 


The revolutionary vanguard of the people, the FSLN, and the National 
Reconstruction Government Junta still feel that it will be very hard to respond 
to the people's immediate interests given the current state of the national 
economy. The aftermath of human and physical destruction and the diemantled 
production and state machinery that the dictatorship bequeathed us are a very 
weighty limiting factor in resolving all of our people's problems. Our 
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enormous foreign debt, alarming unemployment, the absence of economic reserves 
for investment, the extremely high cost of living, extremely low farm output 
and food production last year, the destruction of housing, machinery, etc 
characterize a situation that the leaders of the revolution and che goverument 
have been conetantly indicating to us workers. 


In short, there is lack of resources to immediately satisfy all of the people's 
demands for better conditions, and therefore we have been asked to take pride in 
discipline, sacrifice and austerity now eo that we can organize the country's 
new economy and gradually resolve all of the people's needs in terms of 
schooling, health care, diet, recreation, housing and wages. 


The other way out would be to incur more debts to respond to iumediate demands, 
which would mean that Nicaragua would be paying off ite debts in the future 
without receiving any benefits and feeling the pressure of creditors impairing 
our sovereignty. 


Our judgment is that if the labor movement claims to represent the working clase 
and all working people, it must become practically involved in resolving our 
revolution's dilemma. 


It must properly set its immediate wage goals and grievances in the strategic 
framework of the revolution and decide whether we feel that the working class 
must play a heroic role to boost productivity and output, a role that it can 
play only as a vanguard in the building of a new society. If we accept this 
challenge, we will be gradually creating the real economic groundwork on 
which the new Nicaragua will be built, on which the revolution's political 
program must rest. 


The CST, the result of the organizational efforts of the FSLN among the workers 
and in the labor movement since the struggle in the underground, represents 

the working class's tradition of revolutionary struggle in pursuit of a broader 
political program that provides for its guiding role as a clase in the creation 
of a new economic and social order. The CST represents the tradition of 
revolutionary struggle of the Revolutionary Workers Committees (COR), the 
Working People's Union Movement (MSPT), the Leon SCAAS and all of the Sandinist 
efforts in the labor movement. We advocate that the working class piay a 

first line role in the construction of a new society, and faced with the 
challenge of our current national conditions and the economic plan being readied 
for 1981, we assert that success will be achieved only through all-out efforts 
by the workers. 


Therefore, the CST invites all worker federations and union organizations to 
discuss as broadly as possible the stands and the role that the working class 
ought to assume in the interests of the revolution, which in our judgment 
ought to be its own interests as a leadership class for the benefit of the 
entire Nicaraguan people. 


To this end, the CST feels that it is of prime importance to set ‘orth a number 
of points of discussion that are basic to the task that lies aheac: 
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a. An increase in production and productivity. 


b. An improvement in working conditions and social services and an increase in 
wages in keeping with Nicaragua's economic situation. 


c. The maintenance of strict revolutionary discipline at work centers. 
d. The settlement of labor disputes without halting production. 


This meeting and these discussions within the working class will be arranged 
by an organizing committee that will meet with representatives or committees of 
union federations and labor organizations in our country.

Unions’ Response to Call 
Managua EL NUEVO DIARIO in Spanish 4 Nov 80 pp 1, 10 


[Text] What do they think? What public comments do the leaders of the various 
worker federations have to make in connection with the appeal that the CST has 
made to them to discuss the stands and the role that the working class ought to 
assume? 


We present herewith the views expressed by the leaders of the various worker 
federations in connection with the aforementioned appeal. 


Alejandro Solorzano, leader of the CGTI [General Confederation of Independent 
Workers), told us point blank right after we mentioned the objectives of the 
interview to him: "My opinion is this: you cannot have a revolution without the 
unity of the workers because we are the basis of production." 


He noted that after the triumph, the CGTI brought up the need to organize a 
meeting to discuss the policy that the labor movement ought to pursue nationwide. 
Such a meeting ought to erase a great many question marks, for example, whether 
a wage adjustment ought to be demanded. 


This meeting would broach the issue of nominal and social wages, he said, and 
would find out how much the government subsidizes basic consumer items, which 
it would then discuss. 


To summarize, he explained that the CGTI agreed completely that such a dialog 
should be held and that they have already decided to attend, but they wanted to 
make it clear that they did not agree with the procedure. 
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Soloreane pointed out that representatives of 411 worker federations had to meet 
beforehand eo that they could attend the general meeting with clear-cut ideas, 
"We have appointed two delegates,” he said, “to go and talk with CST leaders 
and outline our concern to thea,” 


Ne emphasized that national reconstruction is the task of all Nicaraguanse, #0 
that we resolve our economic problem. “Any activity done separately ie a weak 
activity.” 


The Singie Pederation , 


Responding to the question whether @ single workers federation ought to be set 
up, he said that thie hae been 4 longstanding view of hie organization but that 
firet we have to achieve unity in action to begin the procese that would 
conclude in the formation of a single federation, “which has been, | repeat, 
our judgment.” 


With regard to what Commander of the Revolution Tomas Borge said about the 
single federation, Solorgzano said that he wae in complete agreement with what 
Borge indicated. 





CUS (Confederation for Trade Union Unity] 


Jose Espinoza, secretary general of CUS, stated that the cell by the CST is 
conetructive, but the bad part is that preliminary talke have not been held, 
and so far a formal invitation has not been forthcoming, his group having 
found out through the media. 


"| think thet a preliminary meeting would have been very beneficial,” he seid. 
He pointed out that the four pointe set forth by the federation are vital but 
that if preparatory meetings had been held with delegates from all federations, 
the agenda could have been further enriched. "For example," Espinoza seid, “we 
would have proposed a discussion of federation autonomy and the logical respect 
that must exist among federations too,” 


“Although we delegates from all federations were working together on the firet 
draft of the reform of the Labor Code, we knew nothing about the meeting, we 
didn't find out about it until we read the communique in Ei NUEVO DIARIO.” 


With regard to the creation of a single workers federation, Jose Espinoza noted 
that the CUS does not feel that this is a good idea; rather, it favors 4 union 
of federations, which would be coordinated by a body that would consist of 
delegates from all federations. “We believe in that kind of unity,” he said. 
He added that he would be violating his own principles if he did noc believe in 
the unity of the workers. 


He stressed that the call hes been very general and that despite the business- 
ike nature of the CST and CUS, they have not received anything officiel yet. 
He went on to say thet perhaps “we ere getting ahead of ourselves, and the 
official call is on the way.” In summary, he indicated that he agreed with the 
dialog among federations. 
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CTW [Federation of Nicaraguan Workers) Saye Call Le Conetructive 


Sergio Roa, the head of CTN national training, and Enrique Velarde, « member 
of the federation's Executive Committee, eaid that the pointe that the OST 
hae proposed for analysis by the federations are constructive, pointing out, 
however, that they found out about the matter th the newepepere and that 
they consider thie kind of appeal very general and “not ae business-like ae 
the issue warrants.” 


The items brought up for discussion involve the interests of all the country's 
worker federations, which means thet examining them and drawing conclusions 
will contribute to the progress of the revolution, Roa eaid. 


Sergio Roa indicated that 4 single workers federation must abviously be set up to 
safeguard the ioterests of the workers. 


But he pointed out thet we have to be realistic and that because of the diversity 
of ideas that now prevails, a single federation cannot be created at present, 
noting that we have to realize that a gradual process must be followed to bring 
such a federation about. 


"A single workers federation cannot come about through elitist desires, in 

other words, by imposing leaders; it will come about, inetead, when the rank-end- 
file are fully aware of the need and get decisively involved in forming thie 
single federation.” 


When asked whether they were going to attend the assembly, they said that the 
CTW Executive Committee had a meeting scheduled to discuss the call and make 
a decision and thus they could obviously not delve further into the matter for 
the time being. 


CAUS [Genter for Labor Unity and Action] Comments 


Alan Zambrana, secretary general of CAUS, said in relation to the CST call that 
CAUS has been in favor of labor movement unity. 


In this regard, he said, we posed this concern after the triumph. We made 
specific proposals regarding the formation of « single workers federation. 


We favor bringing together union federations, Zambrana reiterated, in « 
nationwide dialog to discuss the burning probleme affecting workers. We contend 
that unity muet come about on the basis of class principles, the principles of 
the working class. 


We are pleased, Alan Zambrana pointed out, that the CST has included wages in 
ite four points. It is important, constructive, for us to discuss this, and of 
course we have to go more in-depth. 


But we must point out, he said, that in order to contribute to unity, the 
pereecution of a certain segment of the labor movement quest, of course, cease. 
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in order to move towards unity, the members of our union who are etill being 
held in Leon jaile must be released, 


He aleo mentioned the imprisonment of Eli Altamirano, the secretary general of 
the Nicaraguan Communist Party, who was arrested at hie home last Sunday. (At 
the time that thie article wae being written, the appropriete euthorities 
reported that Eli Altemirano had already been released, and a news item on thie 
appeare eleewhere in thie issue.) 


cambrana said in conclusion that CAUS delegates were going to attend the 
meeting that the CST hae called.

As a 
result, the enemy stood up more daring a1] the time, more convinced all the time 
that all he had to face was the obscure peanut seller that Carter never ceased 

to be. 


And the double surrender wae consumated: the shameful decline of Western leader- 
ship which had been the touchstone of security for those countries that hed decided 
to take @ common stand against communism, and the treacherous and unforgivable 
neglect of Latin American governments which, having taken that stand, were building 
a future free of the threat of extremien. 


Never in the annale of contemporary history has a U.S. president done so such in 
such a short time in favor of extremiem. By waving a demagogic human righte banner, 
he did nothing but deprive many countries of their right to choose their own destiny. 


By promoting principles of deceitful appearance, he only managed to project a 
faded and false image of the nation which unfortunately trusted him to conduct ites 
destiny. 


These 4 years of Democratic tenure were years of lost battles throughout the world. 
In his desperate homestretch run for votes, Carter lied when he said his adsinistra- 
tion could boast having stayed away from any armed conflict. Although he astutely 
concealed the fact, Carter knew well that in the modern world ware can be von 
without firing a shot through the force of pure ideology, especially the diabolic 
Marxist ideology. While Carter was guided by hie pious thoughts, compuniss 
advanced by leaps and bounds. 


Communiem made its move in Afghanistan and Carter's response was silence. He had 
earlier revealed his terrible incapacity as — statesman when he concocted and 
carried out the ouster of the shah of Iran, a friend of the United States.

Inetead Carter mounted the 
disastrous reecue operation that would have elicited laughter had it not caused 
the death of innocent soldiers. By another irony of fate, up to the last moment 
votes for Carter hung on the possible liberation of those hostages. What did 
Carter think of thoee human beings locked up inside walle in fear and terror for 
4 iong year’? We only thought of them ae opportunities for votes. What wae his 
objective in implementing the much-vaunted human rights policy’ A cheap search 
for prestige by playing with fire through the destabilization of regimes which up 
to then had been solid bastions against communist penetration. 


Carter inverted all the terms: where energy was needed, he placed weakness; where 
caution was needed, he acted as a rash greenhorn. The free world justifiably 
began to turn ite back on him as attested by hie awkward presence in the picture 
of the world's top leaders during their meeting in Venice earlier this year, and 
his conspicuous absence in Belgrade at Tito's funeral, which wae attended by the 
most important figures in world politics. 


Carter goes out now when he has nothing more to lose. It is sad that hie lose is 
also the United States’ loss. Only scattered remnants of its past deterrent power 
remain today. tit has been a constant U.S. retreat in the face of a continuous 
advance of the communist menace. Carter leaves the stage with a diploma for 
ineptnese which no other U.S. president has earned before. Bureaucratic rules 
alone granted him the obviously undeserved chance to occupy the oval office from 
which other, great U.S. statesmen have directed their country's policy. Carter 
however still has a right which he should have been forced to exercise 4 years 
ago: planting peanute. Perhaps not much can be said about thie right, but at 
least exercising it does no damage to the West.

FOREIGN MINISTRY CONFIRMS DIVERSION OF PILCOMAYO RIVER

[Text of communique released by the Paraguayan Foreign Ministry in Asuncion on 
10 November | 


[Text] With regard to a recent Argentine Foreign Ministry communique referring 

to press reports disseminated in our capital on the diversion of the Pilcomayo 
River, the Foreign Ministry, for ite part, deems it ite duty to make the following 
clarifications to best inform the public: 


1. Paraguay, Argentina, Bolivia, the OAS, the IDB and the UN Development Program 
[UNDP] signed an agreement in 1974 to conduct a study called “multiple utilization 
of the Pilcomayo River basin,” divided into two basic etages: a) general and 
analysie etudy of the area (272,000 eq km); and b) specific programe designed to 
promote regional development. Palling within the framework of the above studies 
are, among others, the rational utilization of water resources, sediment control, 
irrigation and drainage projects, quality of underground water, erosion control, 
ecology and possibilities of promoting industries for processing agricultural and 
livestock products. In October 1977, the international directorate of the project 
(entrusted to the OAS) submitted to the consideration of both the executive 
committee and the coordinating commission a report on the first stage (from 
February 1975 to September 1977) which consisted of four volumes listing the works 
that had been carried out: I. General report; II. Water resources; III. Land 
resources; and IV. Project and socioeconomic outline. In this report, the dele- 
gations of the three countries listed those projects they regarded as being of 
national interest for their respective countries. Included among those of Argentina 
was the “Riacho el Porteno” project. 


2. The respective delegations acknowledged receipt of the above OAS report in 
order to analyze it from the technical viewpoint. On that occasion (October 1977), 
the Paraguayan delegation asked its Argentine counterpart to define the various 
Argentine projects which could result in a joint utilization of the river and give 
detailed technical information on the "El Porteno" project, which was to utilize 
waters made available through the “natural outflow" (flooding) of the river but 
which, because of its size, led to the belief that it could result in a permanent 
utilization of the waters of the Pilcomayo River. In this regard, the Argentine 
coordinator made the following statement on the record: 
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",, declares that his acceptance of the report on the firet stage does not imply 
his consent to the implementation by the other countries of the projects outlined 
therein, These projects will have to be implemented in accordance with mult lateral 
and bilateral international inetrumente governing the utilization of shared water 
resources,’ 


\, In subsequent meetings, the Paraguayan delegation maintained the idea of 
conducting the appropriate technical studies of the various projects outlined 

in the OAS report which included, among others, the Argentine "El Porteno" project. 
The 1977 conference of foreign ministers iteelf (resolution 79/X1) merely decided 
to “take note of the completion of the first stage of the study for the multiple 
utilization of the Pilcomayo River basin, with the important cooperation of the 
OAS, the IDB and the UNDP." 





4. It must aleo be pointed out that the 1974 agreement did not empower any of the 
national commissions of the member countries to give consent, in the name of their 
respective governments, to any action which may be construed as partial or final 
approval of reports of international organizations, much less to projects or to 
the implementation of projects by the other countries of the agreement. The 
national commissions have eminently technical and scientific functions aimed at 
submitting to their respective governments reports and suggestions related to the 
various problems falling within their area of study. 


5. At the llth meeting of the executive committee (March 1979), the Argentine 
delegation reported that "Formosa Province has completed its plans for the imple- 
mentation of the profect, having called public bids, which are now in the process 
of being awarded, for this purpose." On that occasion, taking into account the 
lack of technical information on the subject, the Paraguayan delegation made the 
following statement for the records: ..."any problem stemming from the utilization 
of the waters of the Pilcomayo River will be considered within the framework of 

the agreements currently in force between the two governments." 


6. Consequently, through a note sent to the Argentine Embassy on 30 May 1979, 

the Foreign Ministry expressed “its firm opposition to any project which would 

in any way cause the diversion of the main course of the Pilcomayo River and which 
may involve substantial loss of its interests.” 


it also requested "all che necessary information and data so as to acquire a 
precise knowledge of that project and of its implications, with the firm conviction 
that an appropriate definition of the problem will contribute in strengthening the 
current cordial relations between our two countries.” 


7. At the 12th meeting of coordinators (Salta, July 1979), not yet having the . 
information requested from the Argentine officials, the national delegation was 
quite categorical ir — statement recorded in the act: “With regard to the 

El Porteno project, i. araguayan Government presented through its embassy a note 
to the Argentine Foreign Ministry dated 30 May 1979 and is still awaiting an 
answer. Consequently, according to the note, the Paraguayan delegation expresses 
ite opposition to that project until all the reasons listed in the note are met. 
The Paraguayan delegation maintains the same position regarding any other project 
in which their resources and interests are jeopardized or can be jeopardized, 
resources and interests which by current agreement between the parties must be 
subject to previous agreements.” 
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8. The Paraguayan delegation has been in all cases consietent in maintaining the 
principle that any undertaking of thie nature must be adapted to Resolution No 25 

of the foreign ministers of the river plate basin called "Asuncion Declaration on 

the Use of International Rivers," whose article 1 establishes: "Regarding continuous 
international rivers, with shared sovereignty, any use of their waters must be 
preceded by a bilateral agreement between the neighboring countries." 


9. In view of the use of the waters from the river margin of the Pilcomayo River, 
thus diverting the normal course of the river, the Foreign Ministry presented its 
protest for the confirmation of the flagrant diversion of the main course with an 
artificial channel of the Pilcomayo River (note to the Argentine Government of 

ll July 1979). Tt called the Paraguayan-Argentine joint commission for the 
administration and oversight of the Pilcomayo River to an urgent meeting to clear 
up 4 situation which is undermining the correct procedure of thie difficult situa- 
tion (similar note of 18 October 1979), and on 9 January 1980 it reiterated its 
protest at the existence and nature of the artificial diversion channel, demanding 
"an immediate solution to the problem" (that is, "closing the mouth of the diversion 
channel to return things to the previous state.") 


10. The Foreign Ministry shares the statement made by its Argentine counterpart 
when it states in its comounique that "this situation has been duly studied by the 
Argentine and Paraguayan Governments and agreement has been reached to implement 
the appropriate measures designed to dam up the above-mentioned drainage so the 
waters can return to their normal course as soon as possible.” 


In compliance with this common desire, the engineering command of the National 
Armed Forces is actively working in the task of closing the artificial channel, 
during the time which is still left before the beginning of the rainy and flooding 
season.

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LAINO PREVENTED FROM TRAVELING TO U.S.

[Text] By police order Domingo Laino, president of the Authentical Radical 

Liberal Party [PLRA], was unable to travel to the United States yesterday where 
he was supposed to lecture at Central Michigan University. Laino was prevented 
from boarding a Varig flight as he was preparing to do so at approximately 1615. 


The leader of the opposition said in statements to the media that he had requested 
his identity card and passport of the Paraguayan police 2 years ago, but that they 
had not yet been given to him. He went on to explain that in view of this situation, 
the U.S. Government, through ite embassy in our country, had granted him a special 
document that would allow him to go to the northern country. The political leader 
said that “as a consequence, all my documents were in order for travel to the 

United States," and added that he had even had to pay the required airport tax. 


Laino also disclosed that the subjects he was going to talk about at Central 
Michigan University were "political violence, human righte and world order." 
He added that his main subject was “government terrorism." 


lie termed the measure “arbitrary” and believes it was ordered by the national 
executive branch. In this regard, Juan Manuel Benitez Florentin, vice president 

of the PLRA stated that “this measure is against Article No. 56 of the constitution,” 
and added that “during his last press conference, in which he attacked everybody, 

the interior minister brandished a copy of the constitution. This violation of 

the constitution proves that it is not valid, that it is nothing but a piece of 

paper which is not respected even by the authorities." 


Miguel Abdon Saguier, political secretary of the PLRA, who was also present, 


stated that “this outrage reveals the government's fear that statements on the 
national reality may be made abroad."

BISHOP SEES DEEP BITTERNESS OVER PRICE HIKES

[Excerpts] Msgr Felipe Santiago Benitez, president of the Paraguayan Episcopal 
Conference (CEP), has stated in describing the present situation of the Paraguayan 
worker, hit by the price escalation: "There is a suppressed outcry among the 
people, a bitterness that becomes deeper day by day. This is dangerous...and 
someday it may explode." He also said that “the breach between rich and poor is 
becoming ever wider." 


Below we transcribe part of the dialogue we had with the bishops after the end of 
the first CEP session. 


[Question] What is the position of the church regarding the developments which 
directly affect the Paraguayan worker? 


[Monsignor Benitez] When the first fuel price increase was made, we said that it 
should not have been done so suddenly ‘and so steeply, because the steep increase 
affected the poor worker and the poor peasant rather than people who have the 
means to face the situation. History shows that the breach is becoming ever wider 
between the haves and the have-nots, between rich and poor. But inetead of 
helping the poor and some of the middle class so they would not suffer so much 
from these measures, it seems that the people are not heard or taken into account. 
It seems that everything is arranged technocratically technically, coldly, on a 
level of pure mathematical calculations; but on that level, where is human and 
social consideration? 


This may seem to be a rather strong statement by me as president of the conference, 
but I maintain it. We have said from the beginning that this would happen.

PILCOMAYO RIVER TALKS--Buenos Aires, 14 Nov (AFP)--Official Argentine and Paraguayan 
representatives will meet in Buenos Aires during the first few days of December 
to study their differences over a shared section of the Pilcomayo River, which 
serves as a border between the two countries. The announcement was made here by 
Elpidio Acevedo, Paraguayan under secretary of foreign relations, who said that 
Argentina recently diverted the river. He added: “Logically, we have to report 
this situation and try to find a solution satisfactory to Paraguayan interests." 
It is the Argentine position that projects involving the seasonal overflow of the 
Pilcomayo River do not affect the river flow or have any effect on the Paraguayan 
riverbank, and therefore are not subject to the international norms regulating 
multilateral river flow. Paraguay, however, believes that seasonal overflows 

do not exist and is demanding that Argentina apply the rule of prior consultation, 
which should govern projects affecting rivers of shared sovereignty.

Yugoslav Trade Boost Sought 


Montevideo EL DIA in Spanish 15-16 Oct 80 p 15 


[Text] Uruguay and Yugoslavia will attempt to boost trade and promote economic 
cooperation. This was decided at the close of the conversations between 
authorities from our country and members of the Yugoslav Government delegation 
that arrived in Montevideo last Sunday. According to a press release from the 
Uruguayan Foreign Ministry, the two sides agreed that "there are many possi- 
bilities for promoting trade between the two countries." In thie connection, 
the Yugoslav representatives were said to have expressed an interest in 
marketing equipment, capital goods, machines, consumer goods, pharmaceuticals, 
tools and farm machinery, among other items, while Uruguay offered meat, fish, 
fishmeal, wool, leather, soybeans, various citrus fruits, skins, semi- 
manufactured and manufactured goods. The two sides also agreed on the need to 
develop broader forms of cooperation, such as setting up joint enterprises and 
simultaneous transactions. A decision was also made to recommend that credit 
lines and current accounts be opened between commercial banks in the two 
countries. In addition, Yugoslavia offered Uruguay the use of ite warehouses and 
other port facilities. 


Meat Sale Agreement 
Montevideo EL DIA in Spanish 17 Oct 80 p 5 


[Text] Uruguay and Yugoslavia are trying to hammer out a 
cooperation agreement between veterinary organizations in the two countries, 
with an eye towards arranging meat transactions. 


The representatives of the two sides expressed the need to reach an agreement 
in this area during the negotiations that took place this week between the 
members of an official Yugoslav mission and Uruguayan authorities. 


The Yugoslav delegation, headed by Vuko Dragosevic, a member of the Federal 
Executive Council and chairman of the commission for cooperation with developing 
countries, met with the undersecretaries of foreign relations, Dr Julio C. 
Lupinacci; industry and energy, Carlos Corti, and agriculture and fishing, 

Mr Tydeo Larre Borges; with the secretary of SEPLACODI [Information, 
Coordination and Planning Secretariat], Col Luis W. Cicalese; with the director 
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of international economic affaire of the Foreign Minietry, Ambassador Federico 
Grunwaldt Ramaeeo, and with the director generai of foreign trade, Santiago 
Antuna. They aleo held various meetings with representatives of the Chambers 
of Industry and Commerce and with the Commission of the Citrue Fruit Program, 


At the close of their deliberations the two countries agreed, among other things, 
that more frequent contacts should be promoted among businessmen, trade 

missions should be organized and information exchanged. In thie regard, it wae 
recommended that broader cooperation be established among the various economic 
and trade organizations. 


Now that the groundwork has been laid for further cooperation, 4 mission of 
Yugoslav businesemen is expected to visit soon to begin negotiating specific 
agreements. 


Czechoslovak Trade Mission Visit 
Montevideo EL DIA in Spanish 1516 Oct 80 p 13 


[Text) A Czechoslovak mission headed by the nation's director general of foreign 
trade, Jan Garcar, and the director for Latin American affaires (same ministry), 
Mr Horac, will be arriving in our country on 12 November. 


The reason for the visit is to hammer @ut agreements with Uruguayan authorities 
to boost trade between the tvo nations. 


Thie was reported to EL DIA by the new trade adviser at the Czechoslovak Embassy 
in our country, Mr Jan Michal, who will be welcomed at an evening reception at 
the embassy. 


Michal stressed that the balance of trade between the two countries was in 
Uruguay's favor over the first 8 monthe of the year, as it sold Czechoslovakia 
$12 million worth of goods and imported merchandise valued at $8.5 million. 


Higher sales to Czechoslovakia were reflected in wool exports, which toteled 
$8.5 million. Uruguay also exported $2.5 million in semifinished leather goods 
and close to 100 tons of rice. 


Next month a shipment of 3,000 tons of oranges and further samples of frozen 
fieh will be ehipped from Montevideo to be analyzed by Czechoslovak technicians, 
after which it will decide whether to become a client of Uruguay's for these 
items.

NEW CENTER<LEFT PARTY PORMED, ‘THE NEW ALTERNATIVE’

[Article: “The Center-Left ‘New Alternative’ Comes Into Existence") 


[Text] One sector of the Venezuelan left and another of the political center are 
attempting to provide mutual fresh air. Today, the announcement was made to the 
country of the establishment of a "great national movement" which wants to be known 
as “The New Alternative.” After an increasing political setback, these two sectors 
have decided to set forth on the agitated Venezuelan scene. Intention number one: 
to displace AD [Democratic Action] and COPEI [Social Christian Party) as hegemonic 
forces. But thie has been the dream of all those parties for the past 20 years. 

Ie thie not perhaps just another attempt that will remain in the realm of illusion? 


The Defeated Left 


The Venezuelan left has been depicted on several occasions as one of the most inept 
in the world; in other words, it has never measured up to a period in history that 
could benefit it: Either it has been far ahead, setting goale for iteelf that were 
unattainable and not understood by the populace, or it has lagged behind the pro- 
cess, without any correct initiative for action. But, in amy event, it has never 
been able to find the proper response to a situation that would favor it. 


While the polle that have been published to date agree in sanouncing a particular 
dissatisfaction with the current government performance, while the COPE! party is 
embroiled in an internal conflict over the selection of the new national leadership 
and the presidential candidate, and when Democratic Action is striving to preserve 
the party's unity, the Venezuelan left has had nothing to say. All predictions 
indicated that the “Socialists” would take advantage of this critical period for 
the two major parties of Venezuela, for their own gain. 


Nevertheless, despite the division and disappearance of M™R [Movement of the Revo- 
lutionary Left), and the internal struggle within MAS [Movement for Socialism) 
between Teodoro and Pompeyo, the left refuses to die. The capacity for survival 
is unquestionably one of the qualities of thie sector. 
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The Center, an ‘Unburied Corpse’ 


Jovito Villalba, despite the fact that he has declined in the electoral area, has 
become a kind of inetitution in the country. Every time the nation expertences 
difficult periods, the warnings and advice of Jovito Villalba are never miesing. 
He te like the “voice of the conscience” of Venesuela. 


But thie “inetitution-man" hae now lost the erstwhile powerful party machinery that 
accompanied him until a few years ago. This fact prompted Teodoro Petkoff to state 
that the political center had disappeared from Venezuela. To the case of URD | Demo~ 
cratic Republican Union) must be added the disappearance of FND [Democratic National 
Front) (the party founded by Uslar Pietri) and of (Jorge Dager's) FDP [Popular 
Democratic Force). Also to be added ie the stagnation of Montiel Ortega's party 
(MORENA [National Revolutionary Movement)). 


Thus, the so-called “political center" ie showing a great weakness at present. But, 
just as in the left, these individuals, especially Jovito and Montiel Ortega, refuse 
to side with Romulo Betancourt. When the great AD “exaggerator” said that Jovito 
was an “unburied corpse,” the great “yellow” leader decided to do everything in his 
power to ridicule him: he backed Luis Herrera to defeat Betancourt's candidate 
(Pinerua), and won; he backed Carlos Andres in the "Sierra Nevada" case, and won; 
now he wants to defeat both AD and COPEL. Will he be able to prove, once again, 
that he is no “unburied corpse"? 


The New Alternative 


Since Jose Vicente Rangel, Jovito Villelba and Americo Martin decided to back Carlos 
Andres eo that he would not be convicted in the "Sierra Nevada" case, there has been 
a strong odor indicating that something spicy is cooking. Those strange coincidences 
which broke all the traditional patterns of Venezuelan politics, indicated that Vil- 
lalba and hie former follower, Jose Vicente Rangel, combined with former presiden- 
tial candidate Americo “Martin, would give us a surprise tomorrow. And that tomorrow 
has indeed come. 


A large portion of the Venezuelan left and some center sectors have reached an agree- 
ment to form a broad movement on the national level, which will not have the features 
of a front, but which will not be a new party either. Both Americo Martin and Jose 
Vicente have hastened to explain this. Jovito has not said anything in public yet. 
But he is one of those who is working most, quietly. The fact is that many sectors, 
both radical and moderate, have been receiving tempting visits. "A movement must 

be formed which will go beyond the left; the latter cannot defeat AD and COPE! by 
itself.” This is Jose Vicente's new weapon, with which he is fighting the “secta- 
rian positions” of Teodoro Petkoff, his most dangerous rival. 


"Carlos Andres in the Movement...7' 


Since CAP [Carlos Andres Perez] emerged unscathed from the “cold storage plant” 
debate, the possibility was cited of a future alliance between certain sectors of 
the left and center with AD's “Perecists"”. There were several meetings held by 
Jose Vicente, Americo and Jovito with Carlos Andres at a restaurant in the east. 
They were all operating with the possibility of an imminent split in Democratic 
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Action...but the illusions were thwarted. In any event, “The New Alternative,” a 
potential name for thie new center-left movement, is not considering at present any 
alliance with any AD sector, It ie aleo known that certain leadera of the AD Old 
Guard have been conversing with Americo Martin since the latter proposed to public- 
ly reecue the personages of Leonardo Ruiz Pineda, Valmore Rodriguez, Andree Eloy 
Blanco and others. This is part of the political readjustment that is being started 
in Venezuela. 


Teodoro's Nerves 


Without doubt, one of those most concerned about this new political movement is the 
top-ranking leader of MAS, Teodoro Petkoff, who thought that his former rival, 

Jose Vicente, would be another “unburied corpse” without MAS. He met with a ghost 
which is trying to keep him from sleeping. The creation of "The New Alternative" 
would appear to be giving Jose Vicente Rangel an unexpected breath of fresh air. 
Furthermore, Teodoro's concern ie said to be based, not on personal reasons, but 

on MAS. While the organic crisis of the political parties is spreading in the 
country to a disturbing degree (Rachadell has already written at length about this), 
the creation of any movement that would attempt to renew and transcend all the 

close é structures of the parties would not fail to evoke a certain amount of interest. 
And that is what Jovito, Jose Vicente, Americo Martin, Guillermo Garcia Ponce, Alfre- 
do Maneiro and many others are hoping to attract. Thus, Jose Vicente has put a real 
"ball of fire” in Teodoro's hands. 


Names and Surnames 


"The New Alternative” hae made considerable progress in its establishment. The 
firet step taken wae the formation of the “Parliamentary Bloc of the Left,” created 
by Romulo Henriquez (who heads it), Jose Vicente Rangel, Domingo F. Maza Zavala, 
Americo Martin, Guillermo Garcia Ponce, Jesus Maria Pacheco and Laureano Torrealba. 
This Parliamentary Bloc has suddenly been converted into the fourth-ranking force 
in the National Congress. The “Teodorists"” have already announced their concern 
over the creation of this organization, through Freddy Munoz. 


“The New Alternative’ hopes to obtain backing from the number of independents who 
are going about seeking a third solution to the country's gost urgent problems. 

Jose Vicente Rangel and Garcia Ponce are talking with the leadership of the move- 
mert that has opposed the signing of an agreement with Colombia on the Gulf of 
Venezuela. Thie week, a joint function will be held, in which Manuel Alfredo 
Rodriguez, Reinaldo Cervini, Pedro J. Lara Pena, F. Brito Figueroa, Rafael Pizani, 
Jose Vicente Rangel and Guillermo Garcia Ponce will participate. The theme of 

the gathering will be the dispute with Colombia. Sut there has been a hint indicat- 
ing that thie is one of the first overtures for the incorporation of these indivi- 
duals into “The New Alternative.” 


Other independents who are participating in this movement are: Luis Miquilena, 
Carlos Blanco, Elpidio La Riva Mata, Jose Ramon Briceno Moncino, Hector Malave 
Mata, Hector Silva Michelena, etc. 


They have plenned the incorporation of various sectors on the party level. One of 
those who was undecided about participating until a few days ago was Leonardo 
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Montiel Ortega. But the master, Jovito, was the one assigned to convince him. 
Actually, a few days ago, Jovito and Montielito “happened to meet" at a restaurant 
in the capital. The elder approached his follower and said: “Leonardo, how long 
are we going to continue this way (displeased)?" To which Leonardo replied: 
“Teacher, you know that, despite the circumstances of the past, I am still a faith- 
ful friend of yours.” From then on, the noise of the trays made it impossible to 
disclose the details of Montiel Ortega's incorporation into "The New Alternative." 
The fact is that Leonardo and Americo Martin are now conversing nearly every day. 


The Americo-MIR is one of the sectors that has been most promoting this "New Alter- 
native.” The cancellation of the MIR's name has forced this sector to seek some 
solution to ite crisis. Martin revealed that he has no intention of creating any 
new party. “The country would not stand for it," were his words. So, they did 

not have to travel very far to meet with Jose Vicente and others, and found this 
new movement. "This time, we are with history, and not against it," remarked 
Etanislao Gonzalez optimistically to Hector Silva Michelena. 





The Communist Vanguard has been approached, as has Alfredo Maneiro's Cause R. 
Others which are at the point of joining are EPA [The People Advance], GAR [Revo- 
lutionary Action Groups] and "May Day." 


Daniel Naranjo, Luis Guillermo Hernandez, former Senator Lorenzo Salazar Zamora and 
others, ali former FDP members, are also working for the plan. 


If all these sectors should merge, it is taken for granted that "The New Alternative” 
will be the third force in the CTV [Confederation of Venezuelan Workers]. The union 
movement would be headed by Ely Saul Puchi, Rafael Castaneda, Laureano Torrealba, 
Basilio Anton, Luis Morillo Baez and other trade unionists in the country. 


The presence of Jovito Villalba and URD in this arrangement would give “The New 
Alternative” a genuine center-left appearance. 


Important Details 


It ie claimed that “The New Alternative" will not be a front, but not a party either. 
Then what will it be? Its organizers point out that it is a new political experiment 
in the country. Thus far, a decision has been reached to come to an agreement, and 
proceed together in Congress and the Municipal Councils with the same name, symbol 
and electoral ticket, possibly in the parliamentary slates, for the presidential 
candidate, in the national, regional and municipal boards of directors, on the 

trade union, youth, professional and teachers fronts, on the residents boards and 

in other mass entities. For the time being, they will proceed separately in the 
political leaderships of each movement, because no one will lose his own profile, 

in the latter's national organization, in finances and in propaganda. 


The Great Dilemma 


To those familiar with the Venezuelan left, this new political plan may perhaps 
appear to be another abortive attempt of the left. Personal ambitions (are they 

a perpetual evil among them?) may perhaps prevent them from successfully achieving 
their goals. Hence, a deadline has been set for "The New Alternative": the 1983 
elections. If they manage to pass this ordeal of fire, and go beyond 1983 with 

a strengthened movement, we may unquestionably be witnessing an interesting 
phenomenon in the country's political history.

[Interview with Vice Adm Elio Orta Zambrano, by Jesus Seguias at the headquarters 
of the Honor Guard of Miraflores Palace; date not given 


[Text] Thies was our firet visit to the headquarters of 
the Honor Guard of Miraflores Palace. Our entry was 
delayed by the arrival of an army bus filled with 
soldiers wearing reddish green caps. The guard stationed 
at the gate uttered some odd-sounding words (a paseword, 
we imagined) before the military vehicle passed through. 
It was then our turn to give our paseword. 


[Question] Vice admiral, ise the country as safe and well-defended as this 
barracks? 


[Answer] No. I feel that the country has not taken care of its security and 
defense problems; no country in the world has. Nevertheless, on ongoing desire 
and determination to strengthen what we might call national values is a clear- 
cut indication that we are seeking to strengthen our approach to security and 
defense. 


[Question] Speaking of national values, what are the major problems that have 
been posed to the organization that you head, in connection with our national 
identity? 


[Answer) We are especially worried about people losing the interest that we 
should all have in achieving an in-depth knowledge of our history, our music, 
our literature, in establishing permanent ties among education, work and progress. 


[Question] Is this lose of values due to circumstantial factors or to specific 
reasons that can be clearly delineated? 


[Answer) I think that it is due to specific factors that can be clearly 
delineated. This country has been tremendously influenced culturally by 
capitalism and the enormous country called the United States. We also have to 
recognize that the ease with which we can acquire insignificant material 
things which, however, make many people happy, is also a factor in this. But 
this is a situation that we can correct..., 
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[Question] How! 


[Anewer) By teaching Venesuelan history in our schools and colleges again, 

but a realistic, concrete, accurate history that portraye the men who have 
forged ovr history a@ normal, everyday citizens who while having Crane forwed 
certain periods of our history, were aleo men of the people, not the predestined 
or super-gifted individuals that we would like to portray them ae at cCimes, 


Elio Orta Zambrano believes firmly in the potential etrength of Venezuelan 
youth, He places hie greatest hopes in them. 


[Question] When you refer to to these signe of cultural dependence, which 
inetitutione do you think bear the greatest responsibility for the strength 
or weakness of a nation's identity? 


[Anewer) I would say that thie should bea shared responsibility. In reality, 
however, it falls to three institutions in particular: the home, the 
Education Ministry and the masse media, the latter having the ability to 
transform an idea and @ concept into a new idea and a new concept. We should 
not forget the Ministry of Information and Tourism either. 


I think that by means of activities like the one we staged « few days ago with 
newsmen and by doing a more in-depth revision of the Organic Security and 
Defense Law, we can do mich good. We are convinced that the mase media can 
and must responsibly report a great deal more on these topics and on what the 
Venezuelan people have to do to bolster and strengthen their national identity 
and to achieve a better future.

(Question) Don't you think that in general, dependence conspires against 
national sovereignty?

The developing countries, of which Venezuela and all Latin American countries 
are examples, are presently struggling to boleter their views in the inter- 
national arena, to establish a North-South, East-vest dialog and to seek an 
international social justice that will enab.e them to consolidate their

FOREIGN-MADE FIREARMS CONTROL~-Caracas, 2!) Oct (VENPRES)--Ae of next January 
the Interior Ministry will deny firearms licenses to persons acquiring weapons 
outside Venezuela. The director of Armes and Explosives of the Interior 
Ministry, Franklin Chaparro Rojas, told VENPRES today that beginning in January, 
“the only firearms that will be registered and licensed in the country will be 
the ones purchased from CAVIM [Military Industries Company]." He pointed out 
that over the past !0 years “just 0.) percent of the crimes committed with 
firearme were perpetrated with licensed weapons." Thus, he added, "the state 
did not think it was necessary to cut down on the number of gun licenses it 
issues; inetead, it felt it should democratize the process by making them 
accessible to all responsible citizens, without the involvement of sponsors, 
friends or political patrons.” He pointed out that 99 percent of the crimes 
committed in Venezuela with firearms are perpetrated with weapons smuggled in 
over the border along with other merchandise or through clandestine airstrips. 
Chaparro Rojas stressed that the Interior Ministry was conducting 4 campaign 
against weapons smuggling into Venezuela by reinforcing surveillence at air- 
ports, borders, ports and other access routes into the country. He also 
reported that after illegal weapons or firearms used in a violent crime are 
confiscated, the officials of the Arms and Explosives Bureau record their 
serial numbers and send this information to Interpol and the U.S. Department 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Drugs. With regard to the most common varieties of 
firearms registered with his office, he reported that citizens have registered 
mostly revolvers and pistols with calibers between 4 and 38 millimeters. He 
stressed that licenses are not issued for automatic pistole or revolvers, the 
ones that can fire several rounds in a row when the trigger is pulled. 
Chaparro Rojas reported that the Arms and Explosives Bureau issued or renewed 
7,064 firearms licenses during the first half of 1978. This figure does not 
include the licenses and renewals of industrial protection corps and firms transpor- 
ting valuables.
